CHARLES,  by  the  Grace  of  GOD,  of  England,  Scotland,  France,  and 
Ireland,  lining.  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.  To  all  to  whom  thefe 
Prefents  lhall  come.  Greeting. 

II.  Wher  EAS  our  well  beloved  ind  right  trufty  Subjeft  CMC  I L lU  S 
CALVERT,  Baron  oi  BALTIMORE,  in  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland, 
Son  and  Heir  oi  GEO  RGE  CA  L VE  R T,  Knight,  late  Baron  oi  BAL- 
TIMORE, in  our  faid  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  treading  in  the  Steps  of  his 
Father,  being  animated  with  a laudable,  and  pious  Zeal  for  extending  the 
Chrijlian  Religion,  and  alfo  the  Territories  of  our  Empire,  hath  humbly  be- 
fbught  Leave  of  Us,  that  he  may  tranfport,  by  his  own  Ihduftry,  and 
Expence,  a numerous  Colony  of  the  Englijb  Nation,  to  a certain  Region, 
herein  after  deferibed,  in  a Country  hitherto  uncultivated,  in  the  Parts  of 
America,  and  partly  occupied  by  Savages,  having  no  Knowledge  of  the  Divine 
Being,  and  that  all  that  Region,  with  fome  certain  Privileges,  and  Jurifdic- 
tions,  appertaining  unto  the  wholefome  Government,  and  State  of  his  Colony 
and  Region  aforefaid,  may  by  our  Royal  Highnefs  be  given,  granted,  and 
confirmed  unto  him,  and  his  Heirs. 

III.  Kn  ow  YE  therefore,  that  WE,  encouraging  with  our  Royal  Favour, 
the  pious  and  noble  Purpofe  of  the  aforefaid  Barons  of  BALTIMORE, 
of  our  fpecial  Grace,  certain  Knowledge,  and  mere  Motion,  have  Given, 
Granted,  and  Confirmed,  and  by  this  our  prefent  CHARTER,  for  US, 
our  Heirs,  and  SuccelTors,  do  Give,  Grant,  and  Confirm,  unto  the 
aforefaid  CM  Cl  LIUS,  nov/ Ba.ron  oi  BA  LT I MO  RE,  his  Heirs,  and 
Affigns,  all  that  Part  of  the  Peninfula,  or  Cherfonefe,  lying  in  the  Parts  of 
America,  between  the  Ocean  on  the  Eaft,  and  the  Bay  of  Chefopeake  on  the 
Weft,  divided  from  the  Refidue  thereof  by  a Right  Line  drawn  from  the 
Promontory,  or  Head-Land,  called  Watkins  Point,  fituate  upon  the  Bay 
aforefaid,  near  the  River  of  Wighco,  on  the  Weft,  unto  the  Main  Ocean  on 
the  Eaft ; and  between  that  Boundary  on  the  South,  unto  that  Part  of  the 
Bay  of  Delaware  on  the  North,  which  lieth  under  the  Fortieth  Degree  of 
North  Latitude  from  the  .Squinodtial,  where  New-England  is  terminated  : 
And  all  the  Tradl  of  that  Land  within  the  Metes  underwritten  (that  is  to  fay) 
palling  from  the  faid  Bay,  called  Delaware  Bay,  in  a right;  Line,  by  the  De- 
gree aforefaid,  unto  the  true  Meridian  of  the  firft  Fountain  of  the  River  of 
Pattowmack,  thence  verging  towards  the  South,  unto  the  further  Bank  of  the 
faid  River,  and  following  the  fame  on  the  Weft  and  South,  unto  a certain  Place 
called  Cinquack,  fituate  near  the  Mouth  of  the  faid  River,  where  it  difem- 
bogues  into  the  aforefaid  Bay  of  Chejfopeake,  and  thence  by  the  Ihorteft 
Line  unto  the  aforel^id  Promontory  or  Place,  called  Watkins  Point ; fo  that 
the  whole  Tradl  of  Land,  divided  by  the  Line  aforefaid,  between  the  Main 
Ocean,  and  Watkins  Point,  unto  the  Promontory  called  Cape-Charles,  and 
every  the  Appendages  thereof,  may  entirely  remain  excepted  lor  ever  to  US, 
our  Heirs,  and  SucccelTors. 

IV.  Also  We  do  Grant,  and  likewife  Confirm  unto  the  faid  Baron  of 
BALTIMORE,  his  Heirs,  and  Aftigns,  all  Illands  and  Illets  within  the 
Limits  aforefaid,  all  and  fingular  the  Illands,  and  Illets,  from  the  Eaftern 
Shore  of  the  aforefaid  Region,  towards  the  Eaft,  which  have  been,  or  fliall  be 
formed  in  the  Sea,  fituate  within  Ten  marine  Leagues  from  the  faid  Shore;

to  the  Region  or  Iflands  aforefaid,  and  all  the  Soil,  Plains,  Woods,  Moun- 
tains, Marlhes,  Lakes,  Rivers,  Bays,  and  Straits,  litiiate,  or  being  within 
the  Metes,  Bounds,  and  Limits  at'orel'aid,  with  the  Filbings  of  every  kind  of 
Fifh,  as  well  of  Wlrales,  Sturgeons,  and  other  royal  Fifli,  as  of  other  Filh, 
in  the  Sea,  Bays,  Straits,  or  Rivers,  within  the  Premill'es,  and  the  Fiflt 
there  taken  : And  moreover  all  Veins,  Mines,  and  Quai  rii.-,,  as  well  opened 
as  hidden,  already  found,  or  that  lhall  be  found  within  the  Region,  Iflands, 
or  Limits  aforefaid,  of  Gold,  Silver,  Gems,  and  precious  Stone;;,  anti  any 
other  whatfoever,  whether  they  be  of  Stones,  or  Metals,  or  of  any  other 
Thing,  or  Matter  whatfoever  : And  furthermore  the  hA  rRONAcns,  and  Ad- 
vowsoNs  of  all  Churches  which  (with  the  increafing  Worlhip  and  Religion 
of  CHRIST)  within  the  faid  Region,  Iflands,  Iflets,  and  Limits  afore- 
faid, hereafter  fhall  happen  to  be  built,  together  with  Licence  and  Faculty 
of  eredling  and  founding  Churches,  Chapels,  and  Places  of  Worlhip,  in 
convenient  and  fuitable  Places,  within  the  Premifl'es,  and  of  caufing  the  lame 
to  be  dedicated  and  confecrated  according  to  the  Ecclefiaftical  Laws  of  our 
Kingdom  of  £«g/i2«^,  with  all,  and  lingular  luch,  and  as  ample  Rights,  Ju- 
rifdiftions.  Privileges,  Prerogatives,  Royalties,  Liberties,  Immunities,  and 
royal  Rights,  and  temporal  Franchifes  whatfoever,  as  well  by  Sea  as  by  Land, 
within  the  Region,  Iflands,  Iflets,  and  Limits  aforefaid,  to  be  had,  exer-r 
cifed,  ufed,  and  enjoyed,  as  any  Bifliop  of  Durham,  within  the  Bilhoprick 
or  County  Palatine  of  Durham,  in  our  Kingdom  of  England,  ever  heretofore 
hath  had,  held,  ufed,  or  enjoyed,  or  of  Right  could,  or  ought  to  have, 
hold,  ufe,  or  enjoy. 

V.  And  we  do  by  thefe  Prefeuia,  A,,  uo,  uu,  tieiis  and  Succeflbrs, 
make,  create,  and  constitute  Him,  the  now  Baron  of  BALTI- 
MORE, and  his  Heirs,  the  true  and  absolute  Lords  and  Proprie- 
taries of  the  Region  aforefaid,  and  of  all  other  the  PremilTes  (except  the 
before  excepted)  faving  always  the  Faith  and  Allegiance  and  Sovereign  Domi- 
nion due  to  US,  our  Heirs,  and ,SucceflTors  ; to  have,  hold,  possess,  and 
ENJOY  the  aforefaid  Region,  Iflands,  Iflets,  and  other  the  PremilTes,  unto 
the  aforefaid  now  Baron  of  BALTIMORE,  and  to  his  Heirs  and  Afligns, 
to  the  foie  and  proper  Behoof  and  Ufe  of  him,  the  now  Baron  of  BA  L- 
T IMOR  E,\  his  Heirs  and  Afligns,  for  ever.  To  HOLD  of  US,  our  Heirs 
and  SuccelTors,  Kings  of  England,  as  of  our  Caftle  of  Win^or,  in  our  County 
of  Berks,  in  free  and  common  Soccage,  by  Fealty  only  for  all  Services, 
and  not  in  Capite,  nor  by  Knight’s  Service,  YIELDING  therefore  unto  US, 
our  Heirs  and  SuccelTors  two  Indian  Arrows  of  thofe  Parts,  to  be  deli- 
vered at  the  faid  Cartle  of  Windfor,  every  Year,  on  Tuefday  in  Eafler-Week: 
And  alfo  the  fifth  Part  of  all  Gold  and  Silver  Ore,  which  (hall  happen  from 
Time  to  Time,  to  be  found  within  the  aforefaid  Limits. 


VI.  Noiv,  That  the  aforefaid  Region,  thus  by  us  granted  and  deferibed, 

may  be  eminently  diftinguilhed  above  all  other  Regions  of  that  Territory, 
and  decorated  with  more  ample  Titles,  KNOW  YE,  that  WE,  of  our  more 
efpecial  Grace,  certain  Knowledge,  and  mere  Motion,  have  thought  fit  that 
the  laid  Region  and  Iflands  be  eredted  into  a PROVINCE,  as  out  of  the  Ple- 
nitude of  our  royal  Power  and  Prerogative,  WE  do,  for  US,  our  Heirs  and 
SuccelTors,  erect  and  incorporate  the  lame  into  a PROVINCE,  and 
nominate  M A R T L A N D,  by  which  Name  WE  will  that  it 

lhall  from  henceforth  be  called. 

VII.  And  forafmuch  as  WE  have  above  made  and  ordained  the  aforeufid 
now  Baron  of  BALTIMORE,  the  true  Lord  and  Proprietakv  of 
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minions,  not  prohibited  to  be  tranfported  out  of  the  faid  Kingdoms  ; and  the 
fame  to  tranfport,  by  themfelves,  or  their  Servants  or  Afligns,  into  the  faid 
Province,  without  the  Impediment  or  Moleftation  of  US,  our  Heirs  or 
Succeflbrs,  or  of  any  Officers  of  US,  our  Heirs  or  Succeflbrs,  (Saving  un- 
to US,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  the  Impofitions,  Subfidies,  Cufloms,  and 
other  Dues  payable  for  the  fame  Goods  and  Merchandizes)  any  Statute,  A6t, 
Ordinance,  or  other  Thing  whatfoever  to  the  contrary  notwithflanding. 


XII.  But  because,  that  in  fo  remote  a Region,  placed  among  fo  many\ 
barbarous  Nations,  the  Incurfions  as  well  of  the  Barbarians  themfelves,  as  of' 
other  Enemies,  Pirates  and  Ravagers,  probably  will  be  feared.  Therefore 
WE  have  Given,  and  for  US,  our  Heirs,  and  Succeflbrs,  do  Give  by  thefe 
Prefents,  as  full  and  unreftrained  Power,  as  any  Captain-General  of  an  Ar- 
my ever  hath  had,  unto  the  aforefaid  now  Baron  of  B ALT  IMP  RE,  and 
to  his  Heirs  and  Affigns,  by  themfelves,  or  by  their  Captains,  or  other  Offi- 
cers, to  fummon  to  their  Standards,  and  to  array  all  Men,  of  whatfoever 
Condition,  or  wherefoever  born,  for  the  Time  being,  in  the  faid  Province  of 
MAR  T L AND,  to  wage  War,  and  to  purfue,  even  beyond  the  Limits  of 
their  Province,  the  Enemies  and  Ravagers  aforefaid.  infefting  thofe  Parts  by 
Land  and  by  Sea,  and  (if  GOD  fliall  grant  it)  to  vanquifh  and  captivate  them, 
and  the  Captives  to  put  to  Death,  or,  according  to  their  Diferetion,  to  fave, 
and  to  do  all  other  and  Angular  the  Things  v/hich  appertain,  or  have  been 
accuftomed  to  appertain  unto  the  Authority  and  Office  of  a Captain -General 
of  an  Army. 


XIII.  We  alfo  will,  and  by  this  our  CHARTER,  do  Give  unto  the 
aforefaid  now  Baron  of  BALTIMORE,  and  to  his  Heirs  and  Affigns, 
Power,  Liberty,  and  Authority,  that,  in  Cafe  of  Rebellion,  fudden  Tumult, 
or  Sedition,  if  any  (which  GOD  forbid)  Ihould  happen  to  arife,  whether 
upon  Land  within  the  Province  aforefaid,  or  upon  the  High  Sea  in  making 
a Voyage  to  the  faid  Province  of  MART  LA  N D,  or  in  returning 
thence,  they  may,  by  themfelves,  or  by  their  Captains,  or  other  Officers, 
thereunto  deputed  under  their  Seals  (to  whom  WE,  for  US,  our  Heirs  and 
Succeflbrs,  by  thefe  Prefents,  do  Give  and  Grant  the  fulleft  Power  and  Au- 
thority) exercife  Martial  Law  as  freely,  and  in  as  ample  Manner  and  Form, 
as  any  Captain-General  of  an  Army,  by  virtue  of  his  Office  may,  or  hath 
accuftomed  to  ufe  the  fame,  againft  the  feditious  Authors  of  Innovations  in 
thofe  Parts,  withdrawing  themfelves  from  the  Government  of  him  or  them, 
refufing  to  ferve  in  War,  flying  over  to  the  Enemy,  exceeding  their  Leave  of  j 
Abfence,  Deferters,  or  otherwife  howfoever  offending  againft  the  Rule,  Law,j 
or  Difeipline  of  War. 


XIV.  Moreover,  left  in  fo  remote  and  far  diftant  a Region,  every  Accefs 
to  Honours  and  Dignities  may  feem  to  be  precluded,  and  utterly  barred,  to 
Men  well  born,  who  are  preparing  to  engage  in  the  prefent  Expedition,  and 
deiirous  of  deferving  well,  both  in  Peace  and  War,  of  US,  and  our  King- 
doms ; for  this  Caufe,  WE,  for  US,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  do  give  free 
and  plenary  Power  to  the  aforefaid  now  Baron  of  BALTIMORE,  and  to 
his  Heirs  and  Affigns,  to  confer  Favours,  Rewards  and  Honours,  upon  fuch 
Subjedts,  inhabiting  within  the  Province  aforefaid,  as  ffiall  be  well  defer- 
ving, and  to  adorn  them  with  whatfoever  Titles  and  Dignities  they  lhall  ap- 
point ; (fo  that  they  be  not  fuch  as  are  now  ufed  in  England)  alfo  to  eredl  and 
incorporate  Towns  into  Buroughs,  and  Buroughs  into  Cities,  with  fuitable 
Privileges  and  Immunities,  according  to  the  Merits  of  the  Inhabitants,  and 
Convenience  of  the  Places ; and  to  do  all  and  Angular  other  Things  in  the 
Premiflbs,  which  to  him  or  them  fliall  feem  fltting  and  convenient;  even  al- 
though they  ffiall  be  fuch  as,  in  their  own  Nature,  require  a more  fpccial  Co.ni- 
mandment  and  Warrant  than  in  thefe  Prefents  may  be  exprefled. 

XV.  We 
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faid,  or  in  or  upon  any  Goods  or  Merchandizes  within  the  Province  afore- 
laid,  or  within  the  Ports  or  Harbours  of  the  faid  Province,  to  be  laden  or 
unladen  ; And  WE  Will  and  do,  for  US,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  enjoin 
and  command  that  this  our  Declaration  lhall,  from  Time  to  Time,  be  recei- 
ved and  allowed  in  all  our  Courts  and  Praetorian  Judicatories,  and  before  all 
the  Judges  whatfoever  of  US,  our  Heirs  and  SuccelTors,  for  a fufficient  and  law- 
ful Difchatge,  Payment,  and  Acquittance  thereof,  charging  all  and  fingular  the 
Officers  and  Minifters  of  US,  our  Heirs  and  SuccelTors,  and  enjoining  them, 
under  our  heavy  Difpleafure,  that  they  do  not  at  any  Time  prefume  to  at- 
tempt any  Thing  to  the  contrary  of  the  PremilTes,  or  that  may  in  any  wife 
contravene  the  fame,  but  that  they,  at  all  Times,  as  is  fitting,  do  aid  and  af- 
fill  the  aforefaid  now  Baron  of  “T/ A/ 0 i?  £,  and  his  Heirs,  and  the 

aforefaid  Inhabitants  and  Merchants  of  the  Province  of  MARYLAND 
atorcfaid,  and  their  Servants  and  Minifters,  Fadtors  and  Affigns,  in  the  fulleft 
UTe  and  Enjoyment  of  this  our  CHARTER. 

XXI.  And  furthermore  WE  WILL,  and  by  thefe  Prefents,  for  US, 
our  Heirs  and  SuccelTors,  do  grant  unto  the  aforefaid  now  Baron  of  BAL- 
TIMORE, his  Heirs  and  Affigns,  and  to  the  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants 
of  the  faid  Province,  both  prefent  and  to  come,  and  to  every  of  them,  that 
the  faid  Province,  and  the  Freeholders  or  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Colony  or 
Country,  lhall  not  henceforth  be  held  or  reputed  a Member  or  Part  of  the 
Land  of  Virginia,  or  of  any  other  Colony  already  tranfported,  or  hereafter  to 
be  tranfported,  or  be  dependent  on  the  fame,  or  fubordinate  in  any  kind  of 
Government,  from  which  WE  do  feparate  both  the  faid  Province,  and  In- 
habitants thereof,  and  by  thefe  Prefents  do  WILL  to  be  diftinft,  and  that 
they  may  be  immediately  fubjedl  to  our  Crown  of  England,  and  dependent  on 
the  fame  for  ever. 

XXII.  And  if,  peradventure,  hereafter  it  may  happen,  that  any  Doubts 
or  Queftions  Ihould  arife  concerning  the  true  Senfe  and  Meaning  of  any  Word, 
Claufe,  or  Sentence,  contained  in  this  our  prefent  CHARTER,  WE  will, 
charge  and  command,  THAT  Interpretation  to  be  applied,  always,  and  in 
all  Things,  and  in  all  our  Courts  and  Judicatories  whatfoever,  to  obtain  which 
fhall  be  judged  to  be  the  more  beneficial,  profitable,  and  favourable  to  the 
aforefaid  now  Baron  of  BALTIMORE,  his  Heirs  and  Affigns:  Pro- 
vided always,  that  no  Interpretation  thereof  be  made,  whereby  GOD’s  holy 
and  true  Chriftian  Religion,  or  the  Allegiance  due  to  US,  our  Heirs  and 
SuccelTors,  may  in  any  wife  fuffer  by  Change,  Prejudice,  or  Diminution ; 
although  exprefs  Mention  * be  not  made  in  thefe  Prefents  of  the  true  yearly 
Value  or  Certainty  of  the  PremilTes,  or  of  any  Part  thereof,  oi  of  other  Gifts 
and  Grants  made  by  US,  our  Heirs  and  Predeceflbrs,  unto  the  faid  now  Lord 
BALTIMORE,  or  any  Statute,  Aft,  Ordinance,  Provifion,  Proclama- 
tion or  Reftraint,  heretofore  had,  made,  publilhcd,  ordained  or  provided,  or 
any  other  Thing,  Caufe,  or  Matter  whatfoever,  to  the  contrary  thereof  in 
any  wife  notwithftanding. 

XXIII.  In  Witness  whereof  WE  have  caufed  thefe  our  Letters  to  be 
made  Patent.  WITNESS  OURSELF  at  Wejlminjler,  the  Twentieth  Day 
of  "June,  in  the  Eighth  Year  of  our  Reign.

Be  it  Enacted  By  the  Lord  proprietarie  of  this  province  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  assent  of  the  Freemen  of  the  same 
that  every  house  keeper  or  housekeepers  witliin  this  Province 
shall  have  ready  continually  upon  all  occasions  within  his  her 
or  their  house  for  him  or  themselves  and  for  every  person 
within  his  her  or  their  house  able  to  bear  armes  one  Serviceable 
fixed  gunne  of  bastard  muskett  boare  one  pair  of  bandoleers 
or  shott  bagg  one  pound  of  good  powder  foure  pound  of  pistol 
or  muskett  shott  and  Sufficient  quantity  of  match  for  match 
locks  and  of  flints  for  firelocks  and  before  Christmas  next  shall 
also  find  a Sword  and  Belt  for  every  such  person  as  aforesaid 
And  it  shall  be  for  the  Captain  of  S‘  Maries  band  or  the  Com- 
mander of  the  Isle  of  Kent  their  or  either  of  their  Serjeant  or 
Marshall  once  in  every  month  to  demand  at  every  dwelling 
house  within  their  Severall  districts  a Sight  or  view  offthe  said 
armes  and  ammunition  and  to  certifie  the  Defaults  therein  to 
the  Captaine  or  Commander  who  shall  thereupon  amerse  such 
partie  or  parties  so  deficient  in  such  paine  as  the  defect  shall

25  County  of  Maryes  in  Patomake 

Upon  the  motion  of  the  Burgesses  of  Maryes  County  and 
the  Limitts  thereof  that  the  Inhabitants  desires  a County  Com- 
mission to  keep  Court.  It  is  Enacted  by  this  present  Assem- 
bly. That  they  may  have  liberty  and  that  mT  John  Hatch  and

Whereas  divers  people  in  this  Province  haue  and  doe  make 
Insufficient  Fences  aboute  their  Come  feilds  whereby  Cattle  and 
horses  are  apt  to  goe  in  and  destroy  the  said  Come  for  pWen- 
cbn  of  which  for  the  future  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary by  and  with  the  Consent  of  the  upper  and  lower  howse 
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from  Transporting  or  conveying  away  any  Person  or  Persons 
out  of  this  Province  w^f’out  Passes : One  other  Act  made  at 

an  Assembly  begun  and  held  at  the  City  of  Sf  Marys  the  1 2‘.'’ 
day  of  februarie  Anno  1674,  Entituled  An  Act  concerning  what 
shall  be  allowed  to  the  grand  Jury  that  are  suifioned  twice  a 
year  out  off  the  body  of  the  Province  to  attend  Provd'  Courts. 
The  same  Acts  and  every  of  them  be  and  are  hereby  Revived 
and  Confirmed  to  stand  in  full  force  and  vertue  for  and  dure- 
ing  the  terme  of  three  yeares,  or  to  the  end  of  the  next  Ses- 
sion of  Assembly  which  shall  first  happen.

and  the  Inhabitants  thereof  are  exposed  to,  by  the  frequent  in- 
cursions and  invasions  of  the  common  Enemy,  the  Indians : 
and  to  the  intent,  that  some  speedy  Course  may  be  taken,  for 
the  safety  and  defence  of  this  Province,  and  the  Inhabitants 
thereof,  against  the  said  Indians : And  forasmuch  as  the  Ex- 

erciseing,  & Training  up  of  Souldiers,  in  the  Art  of  Warre, 
and  Militare  Discipline,  is  (at  all  times)  most  necessary,  to  put,

Assembly  Entituled,  An  Act  of  Gratitude  to  his  Excellency 
Charles  Calvert  Esqy,  Cap‘  gen'.'  of  Maryland,  made  at  an  As-  p.  40 
sembly  held  at  the  City  of  Marys  the  i 3'!'  day  of  Aprill,  A° 

1 674.  Provided  alwayes.  That  all  such  Troopers  shall  Ride 
their  own  horses:  and  that  no  person  shall  be  a Trooper,  with- 
out he  be  owner  of  a good,  serviceable  horse:  and  that  such 
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Troopers,  in  consideracon  of  their  great  pay,  by  this  Act 
allowed,  all  such  times  as  they  are  coihanded  out  a rangeing, 
shall  finde  their  own  provision : But  when  the  said  Troopers 

are  with  the  foot;  then  to  be  found  Provision  at  the  Charge  of 
this  Province;  to  be  Payd  out  off  the  Publick.

This  Act  to  endure  for  3 years,  or  to  end  of  the  next  Sessions 
of  Assembly  w'^"  shall  first  happen. 


An  Act  concerning  Ordinary  Keepers. 

Forasmuch  as  it  is  found  by  experience  that  noe  certain 
Rate  can  be  set  upon  Liquors  sold  by  Ordinary  keepers  by 
Retaile,  because  no  certain  rate  can  be  set  upon  Merchant’s 
goods  from  whom  the  Ordinary  keepers  must  purchase  their 
Liquors,  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  R‘  ho“®  the  Lord  Props'  by  and 
with  the  Authority  of  the  upper  and  Lower  houses  of  this 
p'^sent  generall  Assembly  and  the  authority  of  the  same  That 
(from  henceforth)  every  person  be  left  to  agree  with  the  Or- 
dinary Keepers  for  any  Liquor  or  other  Accomodacon  except 
Beer,  Lodging,  Dyett ; and  horse  meat.  And  Be  it  further 
Enacted  by  the  Authority  afores"  That  (from  hence  forward) 
no  ordinary  keeper  shall  demand  above  10'"’  Tobac  -p  meall 
for  dyett,  ffor  small  Beer  10'"’  Tobac  "p  gallon  ffor  strong  Beer 
20"’’  Tob  p gallon,  ffor  a nights  Lodging  in  Bed  with  sheets 
q’"*  Tob,  ffor  a Peck  of  Indian,  shell’d  Corn  or  Oates,  for  a 
horse  1 2'"’  of  Tob,  ffor  Pasture  for  a horse  6'"’  Tob  p night  ffor 
hay  or  straw  for  a horse  10"'’  Tob  p night 

And  to  the  end  that  the  good  people  of  this  Province,  at- 
tending publick  Sessions  of  genii  Assemblies ; as  also  Prov®" 
Courts  and  the  severall  & respective  County  Courts  within 
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Bee  itt  likewise  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  noe  ^iber  w.  ii. 
Ordinary  Keeper  nor  any  other  Master  or  Mistriss  of  a family 
from  and  after  the  time  aforesaid  either  directly  or  indirectly  by 
any  Colour  or  pretence  whatsoever  (vnlesse  in  case  of  absolute 
Necessity)  shall  or  may  vppon  the  Lords  day  as  aforesaid  sell 
any  strong  liquor  whatsoever  to  any  person  whatsoever  or 
knowingly  or  wittingly  Suffer  or  permitt  in  or  about  his  or  their 
house  or  houses  any  tipling  Drunkeness  or  gameing  as  afore- 
said being  Convicted  thereof  by  two  sufficient  Wittnesses  vnder 
the  Penalty  of  two  thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco  the  one  halfe 
to  the  Lord  Proprietary  the  other  halfe  to  him  or  them  that 
shall  sue  for  the  same  by  bill  plaint  or  Informacbn  And  if  an 
ordinary  keeper  to  loose  his  Lycence — 

Provided  the  Lords  day  aforesaid  comonly  called  Sunday  be 
and  is  hereby  Judged  and  deemed  to  be  and  begin  according 
to  primitive  and  Christian  vsage  from  twelve  of  the  Clock  on 
Saturday  night  to  twelve  of  the  Clock  att  night  ensueing. 

Bee  itt  likewise  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  An 
Act  made  Anno  1674  entituled  an  act  against  the  Profaneing 
the  Sabbath  day  be  and  is  hereby  vtterly  Repealed  and  made 
voyd — 


An  Act  for  the  Ordering  & regulateing  the  Militia  of  this  p.  134 

Prouince  & for  the  better  Security  and  defence  thereof — 

Bee  itt  Enacted  by  the  Right  Hon*’'®  the  Lord  Proprietary  by 
& with  the  aduice  and  Consent  of  the  upper  and  lower  houses 
of  this  present  Generali  Assembly  and  the  Authority  of  the 
same  that  from  & after  the  end  of  the  Sessions  of  this  present 
Generali  Assembly  Ihe  Militia  of  this  Prouince  shall  be  mus- 
tered trayned  and  Exercised  according  to  these  instruccbns 
and  directions  following

ol  this  Prouince  his  heires  or  successors  or  his  or  their  Leivten-

Pillage  and  Plunder  or  any  Indian  seized  or  taken  Prisoner

(ii)  And  bee  itt  further  Enacted  and  ordained  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  Consent  aforesaid  That  if  upon  any 
forraigne  Invasion  Dornestick  Insurreccdn  or  Indian  Incur- 
sion whatsoever  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  (except 
before  excepted)  that  shall  be  prest  or  be  an  inlisted  Soldier 
within  this  Province  shall  upon  Comand  of  his  officer  being 
a Captain  att  the  least  obstinately  refuse  to  appeare  and 
serve  in  Armes  for  the  necessary  defence  of  this  Province 
such  person  or  persons  soe  obstinately  Refuseing  to  appeare 
& serve  in  Armes  as  aforesaid  or  That  upon  such  Comand 
shall  not  appeare  & serve  in  Armes  as  aforesaid  shall  upon 
Certificate  thereof  under  such  officers  hand  as  aforesaid  to 
the  next  lustice  of  the  peace  of  the  County  where  such  party 
liveth  be  proceeded  against  in  manner  following  That  is  to 
say  the  same  lustice  of  the  peace  to  whom  such  Certificate

p.  140  lay  the  Publick  Levy  in  time  of  Peace  Bee  itt  Enacted  by  the 
Authority  aforesaid  That  the  Leivtenant  Generali  & Councell 
from  time  to  time  dureing  the  Intervall  of  Assemblyes  for  the 
defraying  & payment  of  small  Charges  of  this  Province  be  and 
are  hereby  Impowered  to  assesse  the  same  equally  to  be 
Levyed  vpon  all  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  for  the  defray-

Bee 
itt  enacted  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Prop*^  by  & 
with  the  Advice  & Consent  of  the  vpper  & Lower  houses  of 
this  p*sent  Gen"  Assembly,  And  the  Authority  of  the  same, 
That  from  henceforth  all  such  neccessary  Charges  of  such  warr 
& Souldiers  pay  as  aforesaid  shall  bee  paid  discharged  & 
defrayed  by  a Publicke  Leavy  by  an  equall  Assessem*  vpon  the 
Taxables  of  this  Province  by  Consent  of  the  ffreemen  of  this 
Province,  by  theire  Representatiues  & in  a Generali  Assembly 
& noe  otherwise  whatsoever  according  to  a Clause  in  an  Act 
entituled  an  Act  of  Gratitude  to  his  Excellency  Charles  Cal- 
vert Esq*  Cap'  Gen"  of  Maryland.

H.  j^ot  bee  abused  by  haueing  theire  goods  & Provisions  pressed 
from  them  by  Loose  & Idle  ffellowes  who  many  times  abuse 
theire  Comissions  & the  People,  Bee  itt  enacted  by  the  Author- 
ity aforesaid,  That  from  henceforth  the  Comission""  of  each 
Respectiue  Countys  shall  yearely  & euery  yeare  vizt,  betweene 
the  nine  & Twentieth  day  of  September  & the  ffiue  & Twen- 
tieth day  of  december  nominate  & appointe  Two  Honest  & 
Substantial!  men  of  theire  Countys,  for  euery  Hundred  to  bee

And  if  any  other  butt  such  presse  masters  soe  appointed 
shall  presume  vpon  p"tence  of  any  power  as  a presse  master  to 
seize  take  presse  or  Carry  away  any  goods  or  Comoditys  of 
any  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  shall  pay  to  the  person 
greiued  Treble  the  value  of  such  goods  & Comoditys  soe  as 
p.  164  aforesaid  vnjustly  pressed.  Provided  that  noe  Pressemaster  nor 
any  other  person  or  -psons  whatsoeuer,  shall  presume  att  any 
time  to  take  seize  presse  or  Carry  away  from  any  Inhabitants 
Resident  within  this  Province  any  Armes  or  Aminicon  of  any 
kind  whatsoeuer,  vpon  any  duty  or  Service  vpon  any  account 
whatsoeuer  vnder  the  penalty  aforesaid,  any  Law  Statute  or 
vseage  to  the  Contrary  heereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding. 
And  bee  itt  Likewise  enacted  by  the  Authority  advice  & Con- 
sent aforesaid,  that  the  Comission"®  of  any  Respectiue  County 
Courts  within  this  Province  who  shall  not  betweene  the  nine  & 
Twentieth  day  of  September,  & the  said  ffiue  & Twentieth  day 
of  december,  in  each  Respectiue  yeare,  by  precept  from  the 
County  Court  Signed  by  the  Clerke  of  the  Court,  nominate  & 
appoint  such  & soe  many  Presse  masters  for  euery  hundred 
within  theire  County  as  aforesaid,  shall  each  of  them  forfeite 
& pay  vnto  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Prop"^  the  sume 
of  ffiue  Hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco,  And  such  Presse  masters 
who  shall  bee  soe  nominated  & appointed  as  aforesaid,  by 
such  p^cept  as  aforesaid,  to  him  or  them  directed,  & shall 
therevpon  Refuse  or  neglect  to  serve  & duely  & truely  to

bee  equally  distributed  & devided  amongst  the  Souldiers  by  a 
division  & distribucon  to  bee  made  by  the  Poll. 

And  for  the  Incouragem‘  of  such  Souldiers  as  shall  Adven-

H.  And  bee  itt  further  enacted  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord 
Prop'^y  by  & with  the  Advice  & Consent  of  the  vpper  & Lower 
houses  of  this  p'sent  Gen"  Assembly  that  the  said  Lord  Prop’^''

obstinately  Refuseing  to  appeare  & serve  in  armes  as  aforesaid, 
shall  vpon  Certificate  thereof,  vnder  such  offic’^®  hand  as  afore-

the  Militia  of  this  Province  for  the  better 
defence  & Security  thereof. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  King  and  Queens  most  Excellent 
Majesties  by  and  with  the  Advice  & consent  of  this  present 
Generali  Assembly  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  this  Sessions  of  Assembly,  The  Militia  of  this 
Province  shall  be  Mustered  Trained  and  Excercised  according 
to  these  Instructions  and  directions  following. 

Imp’^mis.  That  every  Colonell  Major  or  Cap*  of  Foot 
already  comissionated  or  hereafter  to  be  Comissionated  by 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  this  Province  for  the  time 
being,  shall  have  power  to  inlist  such  and  so  many  men  In- 
habiting within  this  Province  not  hereafter  Excepted  in  their 
severall  and  respective  divisions  between  sixteen  and  sixty 
years  of  Age  as  they  shall  think  fitt  by  as  Equall  proportions 
of  the  said  Inhabitants  as  possibly  they  can  to  be  of  the  Militia 
or  Train’d  Bands  of  this  Province,  which  said  Persons  so 
inlisted  they  shall  Muster  Exercise  and  Train  in  and  at  such 
Places,  and  at  such  certain  times  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet, 
or  the  service  safety  and  defence  of  this  Province  shall  require 
or  as  his  Exc"''^  the  Gov""  of  this  Province  for  the  time  being

1.  That  the  p'sent  Act  enjoynes  all  p'sons  except  &*  to 
come  to  muster  at  the  times  appointed  and  on  failer  lyable  to 
a fine  of  loo"^  tob°  for  every  neglect  of  w***  the  Capt.  is  ludge 
and  th‘  without  any  pay. 

2.  We  doe  not  finde  any  people  bound  to  attend  Musters 
more  strictly  then  here  in  times  of  peace  w***  seems  sufficient 
and  when  Warr  happens  measures  of  warr  must  be  taken. 

3.  The  Greatest  reason  why  the  Militia  seems  unservice- 
able is  not  Living  up  to  the  p'sent  Law  the  neglect  of  w***  must 
be  principally  in  the  Comd"  negligence  for  they  have  power 
to  sum°  and  if  disobeyd  can  fine  for  such  contempt. 

4.  Upon  the  whole  matter  we  see  no  better  expedient  to 
amend  the  present  condicon  of  the  millitia  then  by  putting  the 
law  allready  made  in  practice  by  enforceing  the  Comd'^  to 
there  duty  viz* 

The  frequent  calling  their  companys  together  as  the  law 
directs  and  taking  due  paines  and  care  to  instruct  and  traine 
them  that  are  able  to  pforme  their  duty  and  this  und'  penalty 
to  the  Comanders  as  well  as  those  comanded.

/ Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Queens  most  excellent  Majesty  by  and 
/with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  her  Majestys  Governour 
Council!  and  Assembly  of  this  Province  And  the  Authority  of 
the  same  That  from  and  after  the  end  of  this  Sessions  of 
Assembly  the  Militia  of  this  Province  shall  be  Mustered  train’d 
and  exercised  according  to  these  Instructions  and  directing 
following  (that  every  Colonell  Major  or  Captain  of  ffoot 
allready  comissionated  or  hereafter  to  be  Comissionated  by  his 
Excellency  the  Governour  of  this  Province  for  the  time  being 
shall  have  power  to  enlist  such  and  so  many  Inhabitants 
within  this  Province  not  hereafter  Excepted  in  their  Severall 
and  respective  Divisions  between  sixteen  and  sixty  years  of 
age  as  they  shall  think  fitt  by  as  equall  proportions  of  the

Province  to  be  paid  by  the  Publiq  And  if  it  shall  happen  that 
any  Troopers  Horse  should  be  Killed  in  the  Service  then  the 
said  Trooper  to  be  paid  for  the  said  horse  by  the  Publiq  and 
not  otherwise  ffourthly  that  all  persons  in  holy  orders  Dele- 
gates Magistrates  and  Constables  shall  in  their  proper  per- 
sons be  exempted  from  being  compelled  to  muster  and  train 
either  in  horse  or  ffoot  during  such  time  as  they  Officiate  or 
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bear  such  Offices  as  aforesaid  Provided  that  such  Clause  shall  Lib.  l.  l. 
not  extend  to  Such  persons  as  Already  have  or  hereafter  shall

pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Month  To  a Quarter  Master  seven 
hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Month  To  a Corporall  Seven 
hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Month  To  a Trumpeter 
Seven  hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Month  To  every 
private  Trooper  Six  hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  per  Month 
And  that  all  these  rates  and  allowances  for  such  Officers  and 
Souldiers  aforesaid  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  and  no  more  and 
the  Month  before  mention’d  be  accounted  computed  and 
reckon’d  according  to  Kallendar  and  noe  otherwise.  And  to

Between  the  twenty 
ninth  day  of  September  and  the  twenty  fifth  day  of  December 
Nominate  and  appoint  two  honest  and  substantial!  Men  of  their 
Countys  to  be  presse  Masters  for  the  year  ensuing  And  if  any 
p-  64  one  dye  or  depart  the  County  or  be  lame  or  Sick  within  that 
time  that  then  the  next  Justice  of  the  peace  to  nominate  and 
appoint  one  other  in  his  stead  that  if  occasion  require  they  and 
no  other  shall  impress  Victuals  & other  things  given  them  in 
Charge  to  be  passd  by  Warrant  from  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor in  Chief  for  the  time  being  And  if  any  other  but  press- 
masters  so  appoynted  shall  presume  upon  pretense  of  any 
power  as  a press  Master  to  Seize  take  press  or  Carry  away  any 
goods  or  Comoditys  of  any  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province 
shall  pay  to  the  persons  greived  treble  the  value  of  the  Goods 
and  Comoditys  so  as  aforesaid  unjustly  pressd. 

Provided  that  no  pressmaster  or  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever  shall  presume  at  any  time  to  Seize  press  or  Carry 
away  from  the  Inhabitants  resident  in  this  Province  any  Arms 
or  Amunition  of  any  kind  whatsoever  upon  any  duty  or  Service 
or  upon  any  Account  whatsoever  any  law  Statute  or  usage  to 
the  contrary  hereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding. 

And  be  it  likewise  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that 
the  Comissioners  of  any  County  Court  within  this  Province 
who  shall  not  between  the  seven  and  twentyeth  day  of  Sep- 
tember and  the  five  and  twentyeth  day  of  December  in  each 
respective  year  by  precept  from  the  County  Court  Signd  by 
the  County  Court  Sign’d  by  the  Clerk  by  the  Court  nominate 
and  appoynt  such  and  so  many  press  Masters  for  every  County 
as  aforesaid  shall  each  of  them  forfeitt  and  pay  unto  her 
Majesty  for  the  Support  of  Governm‘  the  sume  of  five  hun- 
dred pounds  of  Tobacco  And  such  Press  Masters  who  shall  be

Passage  or  Plunder  or  any  Indian  or  other  Seized  or  taken 
Prisoner  shall  by  the  Comander  be  equally  divided  and  dis- 
tributed amongst  the  Slaves  by  a Division  or  distribution  to  be 
made  by  the  Poll.  And  for  the  incouragem*  of  such  Souldiers 
as  shall  Adventure  their  Lives  in  the  Service  and  Defence  of 
this  Province  and  for  the  Provision  of  Some  reasonable  Pen- 
sions to  be  for  the  future  Settled  on  such  Souldiers  as  shall 
happen  to  be  maim’d  or  rendred  incapable  to  gett  a livelyhood 
for  themselves  or  ffamily 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  every  Person 
th‘  shall  adventure  as  a souldier  in  any  Warr  or  Defence  of 
this  Province  and  shall  therein  happen  to  be  maimed  or  receive 
hurt  so  as  to  be  rendred  incapable  of  getting  a livelyhood  as 
aforesaid  shall  according  to  his  disability  receive  yearly  pension 
to  be  raised  out  of  the  Publiq  Levy  of  this  Province  for  the 
time  being  of  such  Disability  and  every  Person  Slaine  in  the 
Service  of  this  Province  leaving  behind  him  a wife  and 
Children  shall  also  be  allowed  a Competent  Pension  to  the 
wife  during  her  Widowhood  and  the  Children  till  they  be  of 
years  able  to  gett  their  living  or  be  put  out  Apprentices  And 
that  this  Pension  be  yearly  paid  and  allowed  out  of  the  fifty 
thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco  p annum  to  be  raised  by  the 
Govei  nour  of  this  Province  for  the  time  being  or  the  Councill 
as  in  this  Act  is  hereafter  Provided  in  the  Intervalls  of  Assem- 
blys  the  party  Petitioning  for  such  pension  and  allowance 
procuring  a Certificate  from  the  County  Court  where  he  she 
or  they  live  that  he  she  or  they  are  Objects  of  Charity  and 
deserve  to  have  such  Pension  and  allowance. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  That

Pro- 
vided allways  and  it  is  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
Act  the  said  Sumes  for  the  small  Charges  of  this  Province  so 
to  be  assessd  by  the  Governour  and  Councill  upon  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  Province  as  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one 
year  the  Sufne  of  fifty  thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco  And  the 
Disbursements  of  the  said  Tobacco  to  be  Accounted  for  at  the 
next  Generali  Assembly  after  the  raising  and  disbursing  the 
said  Tobacco  as  aforesaid.

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L.  H.  J.  An  Act  for  regulating  the  Militia  of  the  Province  of  Maryland. 

■ No.  48 

May  22  Whereas  in  this  Time  of  Immiment  Danger  it  is  requisite  for  the 
Defence  and  Security  of  this  Province  that  the  Militia  thereof  be 
p.  2q8  duly  regulated  and  well  Armed  as  well  to  repell  the  hostile  Attempt 
of  foreign  Invaders  as  to  quell  and  Suppress  any  intestine  Com- 
motions Rebellions  or  Insurrections  which  may  happen. 

Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Right  honourable  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lordships 
Governor  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly  and  the 
Authority  of  the  Same  that  every  Male  Inhabitant  of  this  Province 
(Papists,  the  Persons  commonly  called  Neutralls,  Servants,  and 
Slaves  excepted)  who  shall  be  from  the  Age  of  Sixteen  Years  to 
the  Age  of  Sixty  Years  and  able  to  bear  Arms  at  the  Expiration 
of  Ten  days  after  the  Publication  of  this  Act  in  the  County  wherein 
he  shall  reside  shall  inlist  with  the  Captain  or  next  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  Troop  of  Horse  or  Company  of  Foot  in  the  District 
or  Place  where  such  Person  shall  reside  by  writing  his  name  or 
making  his  Mark  (as  he  shall  be  able)  in  a Roll  to  be  Entituled  and 
kept  for  that  Purpose  within  Ten  Days  from  and  after  the  Publi- 
cation of  this  Act  as  aforesaid  under  the  Penalty  of  forty  Shillings 
Current  Money  and  the  Same  Penalty  for  every  Thirty  days 
Neglect  or  Omission  thereafter  and  all  Captains  within  this  Prov- 
ince are  hereby  directed  and  commanded  to  take  due  Care  to  Inlist 
accordingly  all  such  Persons  as  aforesaid  and  in  Case  of  dispute 
whether  any  Person  ought  to  inlist  in  respect  of  his  Age  the  Same 
Shall  be  determined  by  the  Officer  before  whom  Such  Dispute  Shall 
happen  by  the  Oath  of  the  Person  whose  Age  shall  be  in  Question  or 
the  Oath  or  Affirmation  (if  a Quaker)  of  his  Parent  or  some  other 
credible  Witness  which  Oath  or  Affirmation  the  Said  Officer  is 
hereby  authorized  to  Administer. 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  all 
and  every  Male  Person  and  Persons  (except  as  above  excepted)  who 
shall  attain  his  or  their  Age  of  Sixteen  Years  or  come  into  and 
Settle  in  this  Province  after  the  Expiration  of  the  aforesaid  Ten 
Days  from  and  after  the  Publication  of  this  Act  and  be  of  the  Age 
aforesaid  Shall  within  Ten  days  after  his  or  their  attaining  their 
Said  of  Sixteen  Years  or  Twenty  Days  after  his  or  their  Arrival 
within  this  Province  inlist  in  the  manner  aforesaid  under  the 
Penalty  of  Forty  Shilling  Current  Money  and  the  Same  Penalty 
for  every  Thirty  days  Neglect  or  Omission  hereafter  so  to  inlist 
as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the  Colonels 
or  Commanding  Officers  of  all  Regiments  Troops  and  Company’s 
shall  in  Ten  days  after  the  Publication  of  this  Act  in  their  respective 
Counties  and  once  at  least  in  every  Two  Months  thereafter  issue

be  punished  according  to  this  Act  and  the  Colonel  or  Commanding 
Officer  Neglecting  his  Duty  herein  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of 
Twenty  Pounds  Current  Money  for  every  Neglect  and  the  inferiour 
Officer  charged  with  the  Execution  of  such  Warrant  for  every 
Neglect  of  his  Duty  herein  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  five 
Pounds  Current  Money  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  afore- 
said that  all  and  every  Person  and  Persons  to  be  inlisted  according 
to  the  Directions  of  this  Act  Shall  take  the  following  Oath  to  wit 
“ I do  swear  that  I will  be  faithful  and  bear  true  Allegiance  to  his 
Majesty  King  George  the  Second  and  him  I will  defend  to  the 
utmost  of  my  Power  against  all  Treasons  traiterous  Conspiracies 
and  Attempts  v/hatsoever  and  I will  do  my  best  Endeavour  to  dis- 
close and  make  known  to  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for 
the  Time  being  of  the  Province  of  Maryland  whilst  I shall  reside 
in  the  Said  Province  all  Treasons  and  traiterous  Conspiracies  which 
I shall  know  to  be  against  his  Said  Majesty  or  his  Successors  and 
I do  further  swear  that  I will  to  the  utmost  of  my  Power  defend 
Support  and  Maintain  his  said  Majesty’s  Dominion  in  and  over  the 
Said  Province  and  also  defend  Support  and  maintain  the  Peace  of 
the  said  Province  against  all  Invasions  Rebellions  and  Insurrections 
whatsoever  and  all  these  things  I do  plainly  arid  Sincerely  Swear 
according  to  these  express  words  by  me  Spoken  and  according  to 
the  plain  and  common  Sense  and  understanding  of  the  Same  words 
without  any  Equivocation  mental  Evasion  or  Secret  Reservation 
whatsoever  so  help  me  God  ” And  shall  also  repeat  and  Subscribe 
the  Test  before  a Magistrate  of  his  County  which  Said  Oath  any 
Magistrate  who  shall  be  required  by  the  Captain  or  Commanding 
Officer  of  any  Troop  or  Company)  is  hereby  Obliged  to  Administer 
to  every  Person  who  shall  inlist  as  aforesaid  under  the  Penalty  of 
One  hundred  Pounds  Current  Money  in  Case  of  neglect  so  to  do  And 
if  any  Person  inlisted  as  aforesaid  being  required  to  take  the  Oath 
aforesaid  and  repeat  and  Subscribe  the  Test  aforesaid  shall  refuse 
or  wilfully  neglect  to  do  the  Same  then  and  in  Such  Case  the 
Magistrate  aforesaid  is  required  to  Committ  Such  Person  so  neglect- 
ing or  refusing  to  the  County  Goal  by  his  Warrant  to  be  directed 
to  the  Sheriff  of  that  County  and  the  said  Sheriff  is  hereby  required 
and  directed  to  receive  and  take  into  his  Custody  and  Strictly  to 
confine  Such  Person  so  as  aforesaid  To  him  committed  untill  Such

have  been  Sold  or  Sent  from  one  to  another  and  it  is  represented 
that  the  Locks  have  been  taken  of  from  many  of  the  Said  Arms 
and  put  to  private  Use  therefore  for  discovering  the  Said  Arms 
Ammunition  and  Military  Accoutrements  and  Locks  and  rendering 
of  Service  towards  Arming  the  Militia  of  this  Province  in  this 
Time  of  common  Danger  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid 
that  the  Captain  of  every  Troop  or  Company  of  Militia  shall  within 
Ten  Days  after  the  Publication  of  this  Act  issue  his  Warrant  to 
his  Several  Corporals  to  make  diligent  Inquiry  within  their  Limits 
for  all  Arms  military  Accoutrements  and  Locks  belonging  to  the 
Public  and  the  Said  Corporals  are  hereby  required  as  soon  as  may 
be  after  receit  of  such  Warrant  to  repair  to  the  Habitation  of  every 
Housekeeper  within  their  respective  Limits  and  demand  of  him  Such 
Arms  Ammunition  Military  Accoutrements  and  Locks  as  he  hath 
in  his  Possession  belonging  to  the  Public  and  immediately  on  Such 
Demand  Such  Person  shall  deliver  the  Same  to  the  Said  Corporals 
And  the  Said  Corporals  shall  give  Receits  for  all  Such  Arms  Am- 
munition military  Accoutrements  and  Locks  as  Shall  be  delivered 
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to  them  and  Shall  bring  them  from  Time  to  Time  to  the  next  Muster 
after  the  Receit  thereof  and  deliver  them  to  the  Commanding  Officer 
who  shall  be  there  present,  who  shall  give  the  Said  Corporal  a 
a Receit  for  the  Same  and  Shall  forthwith  deliver  them  to  the 
Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of  the  County,  who  shall  give  the 
Said  Officer  a proper  Receit  for  the  Same  and  Such  and  so  much  of 
the  Said  Arms  Ammunition  and  military  Accoutrements  as  are  fit 
for  Service  Shall  by  the  Said  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of 
the  County  be  delivered  to  Such  Persons  of  the  Militia  as  are  by 
this  Act  deemed  unable  to  provide  the  Same.  And  Such  Arms  and 
Military  Accoutrements  so  delivered  to  him  as  Shall  be  unfit  for  Use 
the  Said  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of  the  County  Shall  have 
mended  and  made  fit  for  Use  as  soon  as  Possible  and  delivered  out 
as  aforesaid  and  his  reasonable  Charge  for  the  Same  shall  be  allowed 
in  next  County  Levy. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  every 
Person  of  whom  any  Arms  Ammunition  military  Accoutrements  or 
Locks  belonging  to  the  Publick  Shall  be  demanded  as  aforesaid 
refusing  to  deliver  the  Same  as  before  directed  immediately  on  Such 
Demand  Shall  forfeit  and  pay  treble  the  Value  of  Such  Arms 
Ammunition  military  Accoutrements  and  Locks  with  Costs  to  be 
recovered  in  a Summary  Way  before  any  Magistrate  of  the  County 
wherein  Such  Person  Shall  reside  And  in  Case  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace  Shall  by  any  means  be  informed  or  Suspect  that  any  Person 
hath  in  his  or  her  Possession  any  arms  Ammunition  military 
Accoutrements  or  Locks  belonging  to  the  Publick  after  such  demand 
made  by  the  Corporal  as  aforesaid  he  shall  issue  his  Warrant  im- 
mediately to  Such  Corporal  or  his  Successor  to  Seize  and  take  Such 
Arms  Ammunition  military  Accoutrements  and  Locks  and  bring 
them  together  with  Such  Person  before  him  and  in  Case  it  Shall 
appear  that  the  Same  do  belong  to  the  Publick  the  Said  Person 
Shall  forfeit  and  pay  Treble  the  Value  thereof  and  moreover  the  Said 
Justice  shall  order  the  Said  Corporal  to  keep  Safe  deliver  them  up 
as  before  directed  and  Shall  give  Judgment  against  Such  person  to 
pay  Such  Corporal  two  Shillings  and  Six  pence  Current  Money 
And  if  any  Dispute  Shall  arise  at  any  Time  whether  any  Arms 
Ammunition  military  Accoutrements  or  Locks  do  belong  to  the

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  every 
Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of  the  County  and  every  other 
Officer  above  the  Degree  of  a Captain  who  shall  neglect  his  Duty 
by  this  Branch  of  this  Act  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Twenty 
Pounds  Current  Money  for  every  Such  Neglect  every  Captain  or 
Commission  Officer  under  the  Degree  of  a Captain  the  Sum  of  Eive 
Pounds  and  every  Corporal  the  Sum  of  two  Pounds  ten  Shillings, 
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And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  all  Arms  Gunpowder  and  Am- 
munition of  what  kind  soever  any  Papist  or  reputed  Papist  within 
this  Province  hath  or  shall  have  in  his  House  or  Houses  or  else- 
where shall  be  taken  from  Such  Papist  or  reputed  Papist  by  Warrant

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  That  the  Captain 
or  Commanding  Officer  of  every  Troop  or  Company  shall  besides 
the  general  Roll  herein  before  mentioned  make  a particular  Roll 
containing  the  Names  of  all  Persons  inlisted  as  aforesaid  in  the 
Troop  or  Company  who  Shall  be  from  the  Age  of  Eighteen  to  the 
Age  of  Thirty  five  Years  and  in  Such  Roll  insert  the  Names  of  Such 
Persons  in  Such  Order  as  shall  be  determined  by  Ballot  or  lott  for 
that  Purpose  to  be  taken  or  drawn  by  the  Said  Persons  in  Twenty

Penalty  of  Twenty  Pounds  Current  Money  on  the  Captain  or  Com- 
manding Officer  aforesaid  or  Clerk  of  a County  who  shall  neglect 
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or  omit  to  do  the  Same.  Provided  always  that  in  Case  any  of  the 
Persons  aforesaid  of  the  Militia  from  the  Age  of  Eighteen  to  the 
Age  of  thirty  five  Years  Shall  on  covenient  Notice  for  that  Pur- 
pose given  either  by  a Personal  Service  of  Such  Notice  or  leaving 
the  Same  in  Writing  at  his  usual  Place  of  Habitation  refuse  or 
neglect  to  take  or  draw  Such  Ballott  or  Lott  as  aforesaid  then  and 
in  Such  Case  the  Names  of  Such  persons  so  refusing  or  Neglecting 
shall  be  inserted  in  such  Roll  before  the  name  of  Every  Person  who 
shall  take  or  draw  Such  Ballott  or  Lott  as  aforesaid  in  Such  Manner 
and  order  as  the  Said  Captain  or  Commanding  Officer  shall  think 
Proper  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  after  the 
Colonels  or  Commanding  Officers  aforesaid  shall  have  received  any 
Arms  belonging  to  the  Publick  they  shall  distribute  the  same  to 
and  among  Such  Persons  under  their  Command  as  Shall  need  or 
want  the  Same  every  Such  Person  giving  a Receipt  for  such  Arms 
and  Paying  or  Securing  to  be  paid  in  Nine  Months  after  the  Delivery 
of  Such  Arms  the  first  Cost  thereof  to  the  Said  Colonels  or  Com- 
manding Officers  unless  Such  Person  will  Swear  that  his  whole 
Estate  real  and  Personal  is  not  of  the  Value  of  forty  Pounds  Sterling 
in  which  Case  a Receipt  only  shall  be  taken  from  such  Person  And 
the  Colonels  or  Commanding  Officers  aforesaid  are  hereby  required 
and  directed  to  take  all  the  Receipts  aforesaid  in  a Book  by  them 
for  that  Purpose  to  be  kept  to  the  End  that  it  always  may  appear 
who  have  been  provided  with  Arms  and  how  the  Said  Colonels  and 
Commanding  Officers  have  distributed  the  Arms  received  by  them 
for  the  Purpose  aforesaid 

And  be  Enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid  that  after  the  Decease 
of  Such  Person  to  whom  Arms  Shall  be  delivered  on  his  Receipt  only 
as  aforesaid  or  Incapacity  from  Age  Infirmity  or  otherwise  to  Serve 
in  the  Militia  the  Person  into  whose  Possession  the  Arms  of  Such 
Person  as  aforesaid  Shall  come  or  he  Shall  deliver  the  Said  Arms 
respectively  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  Such  deceased  or  in- 
capapacitated  Person  under  the  Penalty  of  Five  pounds  Current 
Money  on  Failure  thereof  for  the  Space  of  Twenty  days  after  the 
Incapacity  or  decease  of  Such  Person. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  every  Colonel 
or  Commanding  Officer  to  whom  Arms  shall  be  delivered  as  afore- 
said shall  again  deliver  the  Same  to  Such  Person  or  Persons  under 
his  command  as  may  want  them  and  have  not  an  Estate  as  afore- 
said of  the  Value  of  forty  pounds  Sterling  and  shall  once  every 
Three  Months  at  least  transmit  an  Account  of  the  Same  to  the 
Governor  or  Commander  in  Cheif  for  the  Time  being  distinguishing 
from  whom  and  at  what  Time  he  received  the  Same  and  to  whom 
by  him  delivered  again  and  the  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  for 
Default  of  his  Duty  by  this  Clause  required  Shall  forfeit  and  pay 
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the  Full  Value  of  Such  Arms  and  also  the  further  Sum  of  Twenty 
Pounds  Current  Money  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  afore- 
said That  no  Arms  whatsoever  which  shall  be  used  by  any  Officer  or 
private  person  of  the  Militia  as  the  Proper  Arms  of  Such  Officer 
or  private  Person  Shall  be  liable  to  the  Satisfaction  of  any  Debt 
whatsoever  or  be  Seized  or  taken  by  or  upon  any  manner  of  Distress 
writ  of  Execution  or  any  Process  whatsoever  (except  that  of  Attach- 
ment upon  the  Actual  running  away  or  absconding  of  Such  Officer 
or  private  Person  who  shall  find  his  Arms  at  his  own  proper  Cost 
and  Expence)  and  every  Distress  Seisure  Execution  or  Process 
(except  as  aforesaid)  made  or  Served  upon  Such  Arms  Shall  be 
deemed  to  be  void  and  the  Person  Serving  or  Executing  the  Same 
liable  to  the  Suit  of  the  Party  Aggrieved  wherein  treble  Damages 
and  Costs  shall  be  recovered  and  moreover  Such  Arms  shall  be 
Seized  by  the  Order  of  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Person  to 
whom  such  Arms  Shall  belong  for  the  Use  of  the  Owner  or  Pro- 
prieter  thereof. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  it  Shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  aforesaid 
upon  Notice  or  Information  that  any  Person  who  shall  receive 
Arms  upon  his  Receipt  only  without  paying  or  Securing  to  be  paid 
as  aforesaid  the  first  Cost  thereof  hath  Sold  or  otherwise  disposed 
thereof  to  Seise  or  Order  Such  Arms  to  be  Seised  whether  in  or  out 
of  the  County  and  the  Person  who  shall  receive  Such  Arms  upon 
Such  Sale  or  Disposition  Shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Ten 
Pounds  Current  Money  and  the  Person  Selling  or  disposing  thereof 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  like  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds  Current  Money. 

And  be  it  also  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  if  any 
Person  to  whom  Arms  Shall  be  delivered  as  aforesaid  on  his  Receipt 
only  without  his  paying  or  Securing  to  be  paid  the  first  Cost  thereof 
as  aforesaid  Shall  abscond  and  carry  away  his  Said  Arms  Such 
Person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Five  Pounds  Current 
Money.  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  all  and 
every  the  Officers  and  private  Men  (being  inlisted  as  aforesaid)  of 
the  Militia  of  this  Province  Shall  form  into  Regiments  Troops  or 
Comj>anys  as  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time 
being  shall  order  and  appoint  under  the  Penalty  of  Forty  Shillings 
Current  Money  upon  each  Person  who  shall  refuse  or  Neglect  to 
do  the  Same  in  pursuance  of  Such  Order  or  Appointment  and  the 
same  Penalty  for  every  Thirty  days  Neglect  thereafter.  Provided 
always  that  the  Troops  of  Horse  in  Each  County  Shall  not  exceed 
the  Number  of  two  or  consist  of  more  than  thirty  Six  Troopers  each 
(excluding  Officers)  And  that  no  person  shall  be  compellable  to  enter 
into  any  Troop  of  Horse  who  hath  not  a visible  Estate  of  Five 
hundred  Pounds  Current  Money  to  be  adjudged  in  Case  of  Dispute 
by  a Majority  of  the  ffield  Officers  of  the  County. 
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And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  as  much  Gun- 
powder and  lead  as  can  conveniently  be  spared  Shall  be  taken  out 
of  the  Publick  Magazine  and  transmitted  in  due  proportions  and 
as  the  Same  may  be  needed  first  to  the  Colonels  and  Commanding 
Officers  of  the  Frontier  Counties  of  this  Province  then  to  the 
Colonels  and  Commanding  Officers  of  the  other  Counties  respectively 
to  be  distributed  by  them  in  just  and  equal  Proportions  to  and  among 
the  Persons  under  their  Command  so  as  that  no  more  than  one  pound 
of  Gun  powder  and  three  pounds  of  Lead  be  delivered  to  any  one 
Person  and  in  Case  that  after  such  Distribution  any  Surplus  shall 
remain  the  Said  Colonels  or  Commanding  Officers  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  retain  and  keep  the  Same  in  their  Possession  to  be  disposed 
of  as  herein  after  directed  And  be  it  further  Enacted  that  if  any 
private  Man  of  the  Militia  of  this  Province  shall  in  the  Course  of 
his  Duty  by  the  Command  of  his  Superiour  Officer  expend  any  part 
of  the  Quantity  of  Powder  and  Lead  by  this  Act  directed  to  be 
brought  by  every  Person  to  the  Place  of  Muster  it  Shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  such  Superiour  Officer  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  deliver 
to  such  Person  a certificate  of  the  Number  of  Charges  so  expended 
directed  to  the  Colonels  and  Commanding  Officers  of  the  County 
in  which  Such  Person  resides  and  such  Colonels  and  Commanding 
Officers  or  any  of  them  in  whose  hands  any  Surplus  shall  be  as 
aforesaid  shall  immediately  on  such  Certificates  being  produced 
deliver  to  Such  Person  the  Quantity  of  Gunpowder  and  Lead  therein 
Mentioned.  Provided  always  that  no  Gunpowder  shall  at  any  Time 
be  expended  in  training  unless  by  the  Order  and  Direction  of  the 
Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of  the  County. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  in  Forty 
days  after  the  Publication  of  this  Act  the  Several  Companies  in 
each  Regiment  and  the  Troop  of  Horse  shall  meet  at  Such  Place  or 
Places  in  their  respective  Counties  as  Shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Colonels  or  Commanding  Officers  of  the  Said  Counties  to  be  then 
and  there  formed  into  Regiments  Troops  or  Companys  in  Such 
Manner  and  under  Such  Officers  as  the  Governor  or  Commander 
in  Chief  for  the  Time  being  Shall  Order  appoint  or  direct  and  every 
Troop  and  Company  Shall  thereafter  be  exercised  and  trained  by 
their  respective  Captains  or  Next  Commanding  Officer  once  in  every 
Thirty  days  or  oftner  if  directed  by  the  Colonel  or  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  County  except  between  the  fifth  day  of  November  and 
the  tenth  of  February  during  which  Time  they  shall  be  exercised  and 
trained  at  such  times  only  as  the  Said  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer 
shall  appoint  and  direct  and  every  Person  of  the  Militia  (inlisted 
as  aforesaid)  who  shall  fail  to  attend  at  the  Place  to  be  appointed 
as  aforesaid  for  the  Purpose  aforesaid  Shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
Sum  of  Five  Pounds  Current  Money  and  shall  nevertheless  be 
trained  and  exercised  in  the  Company  or  Troop  to  which  lie  shall 
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L.  H.J.  be  nominated  or  appointed  in  the  Same  Manner  and  under  the  same 

May 22  Penalties  as  if  he  were  personally  present  at  such  Nomination  or 
p.  304  appointment 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  Once 
in  Six  Months  from  and  after  the  Publication  of  this  Act  if  com- 
mand be  given  for  that  purpose  by  the  Governor  or  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  Time  being  and  command  be  given  by  the  Colonels  or 
Commanding  Officers  of  the  Respective  Counties  the  Several  Com- 
panies in  each  Regiment  and  the  Troops  of  Horse  and  foot  Com- 
panies shall  meet  at  such  Place  or  Places  in  their  respective  Counties 
as  shall  be  appointed  to  be  there  trained  and  exercised  by  the  Field 
Officers  of  their  respective  Countys  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the 
Authority  aforesaid  that  every  Person  to  be  inlisted  as  aforesaid  and 
provided  with  proper  and  Suitable  Arms  to  be  determined  by  his 
Commanding  Officer  and  to  whom  his  proportion  of  Gunpowder 
and  Lead  Shall  be  delivered  as  aforesaid  shall  appear  at  Muster 
when  duly  warned  so  to  do  with  his  Arms  in  good  Order  and  nine 
Charges  of  Gun-powder  and  nine  Sizeable  Bulletts  under  the  Penalty 
of  Ten  Shillings  for  every  Neglect  or  Omission  thereof  And  be  it 
also  Enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid  that  every  Person  inlisted 
as  aforesaid  and  to  whom  Powder  and  Lead  shall  have  been  de- 
livered as  aforesaid  Shall  at  all  Times  after  Such  Delivery  have  at 
his  Habitation  or  place  of  abode  one  pound  of  good  Gun-powder  and 
three  pound  of  Sizeable  Bulletts  or  such  Quantitys  as  were  delivered 
to  him  under  the  Penalty  of  Twenty  Shillings  Current  Money  for 
Neglecting  to  have  the  Same  and  also  the  further  Penalty  of  Five 
Shillings  Current  Money  Week  thereafter  that  Such  Person  shall 
neglect  to  have  the  Same  and  if  any  Such  Person  shall  on  demand 
at  any  Time  between  Sun  Rise  and  Sun  Sett  neglect  or  wilfully 
refuse  to  show  his  Captain  or  other  Person  Sent  by  him  his  Arms 
and  Ammunition  aforesaid  the  Person  so  neglecting  or  refusing 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  unprovided  therewith  and  Shall  forfeit  ac- 
cordingly. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  every  Trooper 
whilst  on  Duty  Shall  be  provided  with  a good  Serviceable  Horse 
with  a good  Saddle  a pair  of  good  Pistols  a good  Sword  or  Hanger 
half  a pound  of  Gun-powder  and  twelve  Sizeable  Bulletts  and  a 
Carbine  well  fixed  with  a good  Belt  Swivel  and  Buckett  [sic]  under 
the  Penalty  of  fforty  Shillings  Current  Money  for  his  wilfull  neglect 
thereof  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the 
Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  who  shall  fail  or  omit  to  order  out 
and  Muster  the  Militia  as  by  this  Act  is  directed  shall  forfeit  the 
Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  Current  Money  and  every  other  Officer  who 
shall  fail  or  omit  to  do  his  duty  at  any  training  or  Muster  by  this 
Act  directed  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Five  Pounds  Current  Money 
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And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the 
Clerk  or  some  other  Officer  of  every  Troop  or  Company  shall  by 
Order  of  the  Captain  or  Commanding  Officer  of  Such  Company 
that  Shall  be  present  on  every  Muster  day  as  soon  as  such  Troop  or 
Company  Shall  be  drawn  up  and  before  they  proceed  to  exercise  read 
distinctly  and  with  an  audible  Voice  at  the  head  of  Such  Troop  or 
Company  the  Several  Clauses  in  this  Act  relative  to  the  Duty  of 
every  private  Man  of  the  Militia  whilst  under  Arms  or  in  exercise 
or  on  the  Days  of  training  or  in  Actual  Service  under  Penalty  of  the 
Sum  of  Five  Pounds  Current  Money  to  every  Captain  or  Com- 
manding Officer  who  shall  not  give  Such  Order  And  fforty  Shillings 
Current  Money  to  the  Clerk  or  other  Officer  who  shall  not  imme- 
diately obey  the  Same 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  no  private 
Person  of  the  Militia  inlisted  as  aforesaid  being  thereunto  appointed 
by  his  Captain  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  Serve  as  a Serjeant  or 
Corporal  under  the  Penalty  of  fforty  Shillings  Current  Money  and 
in  Case  any  Serjeant  or  Corporal  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  warn 
the  People  to  Appear  under  Arms  when  Ordered  so  to  do  by  his 
proper  Officer  he  shall  forfeit  for  every  Such  Neglect  or  Refusal 
the  Sum  of  Forty  Shillings  Current  Money.  And  be  it  Enacted  by 
the  Authority  aforesaid  that  no  Commissioned  or  non  Commissioned 
Officer  in  the  Foot  or  Horse  Shall  be  Subject  or  liable  to  Serve  in 
the  Office  of  Constable  any  Law  usage  or  Custom  to  the  Contrary 
notwithstanding  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that 
no  Person  Officer  or  Private  Man  of  the  Militia  Shall  be  Subject 
to  any  arrest  Either  Mesne  Process  or  on  Execution  or  in  any  other 
manner  for  any  civil  Matter  in  his  Attendance  at  going  to  or  return- 
ing from  Muster  or  whilst  imployed  in  any  Duty  or  Service  by  this 
Act  directed  or  required  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  afore- 
said that  all  Persons  belonging  to  the  Militia  Shall  at  Muster  and 
whilst  on  Duty  execute  and  perform  all  their  proper  Services  and 
Obey  the  just  Orders  of  their  Respective  Officers  on  pain  of  for- 
feiting not  exceeding  the  Sum  of  Forty  Shillings  Current  Money 
for  every  Neglect  or  Omission  or  being  put  under  arrest  according 
to  the  Quality  of  the  Offender  or  nature  of  his  Offence.  And  be  it 
further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  if  any  Officer  or 
private  Man  of  the  Militia  shall  at  any  Time  whilst  under  Arms  or 
upon  Duty  abuse  or  take  Revenge  or  Endeavour  to  take  revenge 
for  any  Matter  or  thing  done  by  his  Commanding  Officer  in  Pur- 
suance of  his  Duty  by  Virtue  of  this  Act  such  Officer  Shall  forfeit 
and  pay  not  exceednig  five  pounds  Current  Money  and  every  private 
Person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  not  exceeding  the  Sum  of  forty  Shillings 
Current  Money  and  be  compelled  under  pain  of  Three  days  Im- 
prisonment to  acknowledge  his  Offence  at  the  Head  of  the  Company 
Troop  or  Regiment  to  which  he  Shall  belong  And  be  it  Enacted 
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by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  any  Person  of  the  Militia  who  shall 
get  drunk  on  any  Muster-day  before  or  at  Muster  shall  forfeit  the 
Sum  of  Ten  Shillings  Current  Money  and  any  Person  who  shall 
presume  to  vend  Sell  or  Dispose  of  any  Strong  Liquor  at  any  Place 
of  training  or  at  any  other  Place  within  Five  Miles  of  any  Place 
of  training  to  any  Person  belonging  to  the  Militia  on  any  Muster 
day  except  between  the  Time  of  Discharge  from  such  Training  for 
that  day  and  the  Sun  sitting  thereof  Such  Person  so  vending  selling 
or  disposing  of  Such  Strong  Liquors  Shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum 
of  Five  Pounds  Current  Money  And  no  Person  other  than  a licenced 
Ordinary  Keeper  shall  vend  Sell  or  dispose  of  any  Strong  Liquors 
to  any  Person  whatever  at  such  Time  and  Place  aforesaid  even 
between  the  Hours  aforesaid  under  the  Penalty  of  Five  Pounds 
Current  Money  for  every  Such  Offence  and  it  Shall  and  may  be 
lawfull  for  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Party  at  such  Muster 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  and  required  to  order  the  Strong  Liquors 
of  the  Person  so  offending  to  be  Siezed  and  Destroyed  Provided 
always  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  extend 
to  any  Merchant  or  licenced  Ordinary-Keeper  who  shall  vend  Sell 
or  Dispose  of  any  Strong  Liquors  in  his  or  her  House  the  same 
not  being  to  any  Person  of  the  Militia  or  any  for  the  Use  of  Such 
Person  And  Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  That 
every  Papist  above  the  Age  of  fourteen  Years  or  any  other  Person 
refusing  to  take  the  Oaths  appointed  by  Law  to  be  taken  to  the 
Government  which  the  Commanding  Officer  present  shall  administer 
and  repeat  the  Test  and  Subscribe  the  same  and  the  Oath  of  abju- 
ration who  shall  be  found  at  any  Place  and  of  Training  or  within 
View  thereof,  during  the  Time  of  Exercise  Shall  forfeit  and  pay 
Fifty  Shillings  Current  Money  and  Shall  by  any  Commission  Officer 
then  present  be  ordered  to  Depart  and  in  Case  such  Papist  or  other 
Person  shall  not  immediately  on  such  Order  depart  out  of  View  of 
such  Place  or  after  departing  shall  return  again  that  day  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  further  Sum  of  Five  Pounds  Current  Money 
and  be  committed  by  a Magistrate  and  in  Case  no  Magistrate  Shall 
be  present  by  the  Commanding  Officer  present  to  the  Custody  of 
the  Sheriff  there  to  remain  untill  he  shall  give  Sufficient  Security 
for  his  good  Behaviour  for  three  Months  and  that  he  shall  not  be 
found  at  or  within  View  of  any  Place  of  Training  in  the  Time  of 
Exercise  till  the  Expiration  of  the  Time  aforesaid  and  if  any  Negroe 
or  Mullatto  Slave,  except  the  Necessary  Attendants  of  any  Person 
who  Shall  be  there  and  except  any  Slave  who  shall  be  found  working 
on  his  Masters  Plantation  or  passing  by  upon  Some  lawful  Occasion 
Shall  be  found  at  any  Place  and  day  of  Training  or  within  View 
thereof  after  the  hour  appointed  for  meeting  the  Commanding 
Officer  present  shall  order  such  Negro  or  Mullatto  Slave  to  be 
whipped  on  his  or  her  bare  Back  untill  the  Blood  Shall  appear  with 
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any  Number  of  Stripes  not  exceeding  thirty  nine  and  if  Such  Slave 
Shall  be  again  found  at  any  time  and  Place  of  Training  as  aforesaid 
he  or  she  Shall  be  whipped  as  aforesaid  every  Such  time  by  order  of 
the  Commanding  Officer  who  shall  be  present  with  any  Number 
of  Stripes  not  exceeding  Forty  nine.  And  Be  it  further  Enacted  by 
the  Authority  aforesaid  That  if  any  of  the  late  Inhabitants  of  Nova 
Scotia  commonly  called  French  Neutrals  shall  be  found  at  any 
day  and  Place  of  training  or  within  View  thereof  they  Shall  be 
Immediately  Order  by  the  Commanding  Officer  present  to  depart 
and  if  they  Shall  not  without  delay  comply  with  Such  Order  the 
said  Commanding  Officer  is  hereby  required  to  Order  such  person 
to  be  put  under  Arrest  and  carried  away  and  detained  out  of  View 
of  the  Said  Place  of  Training  untill  Sun  Set  that  day  And  Be  it 
further  Enacted  that  every  Commission  Officer  who  Shall  know  of 
any  Papist  or  any  other  Person  who  hath  refused  to  take  the  Oaths 
afores.*^  and  repeat  the  Test  and  Subscribe  the  Same  and  the  Oath 
of  Abjuration  as  afores.*^  or  any  late  Inhabitant  of  Nova  Scotia 
or  French  Neutral  or  Negro  or  Mullatto  Slave  being  at  any  day 
and  place  of  training  as  aforesaid  and  Shall  not  behave  to  Order 
and  direct  about  them  respectively  as  in  and  by  the  three  last  pre- 
ceding Clauses  of  this  Act  is  directed  Such  Commission  Officer  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  if  above  the  Degree  of  a Captain  Twenty  Pounds 
Current  Money,  and  if  a Captain  or  below  that  Degree  Five  Pounds 
current  money.  And  Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  afore- 
said that  all  Doubts  or  Disputes  of  or  concerning  Precedence  or 
Rank  shall  be  Settled  and  Determined  by  the  Governor  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  for  the  Time  being  or  his  Order  or  Appointment 
And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  in  Case  of  Alarm 
every  Person  belonging  to  the  Militia  of  this  Province  upon  Notice 
thereof  in  any  Manner  shall  immediately  repair  with  with  his  proper 
Arms  or  the  best  he  has  and  with  Nine  Charges  of  Gun-powder  and 
nine  Sizeable  Bulletts  at  the  least  to  his  Colours  or  Parade  under  the 
Penalty  of  Five  pounds  Current  Money  upon  every  private  Man 
who  shall  Neglect  the  Same  which  Parade  shall  be  understood  to  be 
the  Habitation  of  his  Captain  or  Comanding  Officer  unless  it  Shall 
be  otherwise  ordered  or  appointed 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  in  Case 
of  any  Alarm  Invasion  Rebellion  or  Insurrection  all  Officers  of  the 
Militia  Shall  have  full  Power  and  Authority  in  their  respective 
Stations  and  they  are  hereby  enjoined  required  directed  and  Com- 
manded forthwith  to  raise  the  Militia  under  their  Command  and 
to  dispatch  immediate  Intelligence  to  their  Commanding  Officers 
informing  them  in  what  Manner  they  intend  to  Act  or  proceed  and 
the  Said  Commanding  Officers  are  hereby  required  and  Commanded 
to  Send  forward  the  Said  Intelligence  to  the  Commanding  Officers 
32 
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L.  H.J.  of  the  Next  adjacent  Counties  And  the  Officers  aforesaid  Shall  in 
Liber ^0^48  mean  time  keep  the  Militia  under  their  Command  under  Arms 

and  every  Commanding  Officer  of  a County  upon  any  Alarm  or 
receiving  Intelligence  of  any  Invasion  Rebellion  or  Insurrection  Shall 
forthwith  Dispatch  an  Express  to  the  Governor  or  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  Time  being  with  a full  Account  thereof  and  shall 
therewith  Signify  how  and  in  what  manner  he  intend  to  Act  or 
proceed  and  the  Commanding  Officer  of  every  County  with  the 
Consent  and  Approbation  of  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  time  being  hath  hereby  full  Power  and  Authority  in  the 
Time  of  actual  Invasion  Insurrection  or  Rebellion  to  impress  Boats 
and  Hands  Horses  Arms  and  Ammunition  as  the  Service  may 
require  and  shall  draw  together  the  Militia  of  the  County  and 
March  them  in  Such  place  and  places  within  this  Province,  as  he 
Shall  judge  most  Convenient  for  opposing  the  Enemy,  or  quelling 
or  Suppressing  any  Rebellion,  or  Insurrection,  and  to  Such  Place 
and  Places,  within  this  Province,  as  shall  be  appointed  or  directed 
by  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  for  the  Time  being  And, 
every  Eield  Officer  who  shall  wilfully  Neglect  or  refuse  to  perform 
his  Duty  herein  required  in  the  Time  of  Actual  Invasion,  Insurrec- 
tion, or  Rebellion,  Shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Two  hundred  pounds 
Current  Money ; and  every  Captain  and  other  Commissioned  Officer, 
for  his  neglect  or  Refusal  to  perform  his  Duty  at  such  Time  as 
aforesaid.  Shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  One  Hundred  pounds  Current 
Money,  and  every  non-commissioned  Officer  and  private  Man  of 
the  Militia  for  his  Neglect  or  Refusal  to  perform  his  Duty  at  such 
time  as  aforesaid.  Shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds  Current 
Money.  And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That 
the  respective  Captains,  and  in  Default  of  them,  the  Next  Com- 
manding Officers  of  the  several  and  respective  Companies,  within 
the  Counties  nearest  to  any  Place  invaded,  or  where  any  Rebellion 
or  Insurrection  Shall  happen,  shall  call  together  and  Assemble  their 
Companies,  and  forthwith  March  them,  and  Use  their  utmost  En- 
deavours to  oppose  and  drive  off  the  Enemy,  or  quell  or  Suppress 
Such  Rebellion,  or  Insurrection,  If  they  Shall  judge  their  Eorce  to 
be  Sufficient  for  that  Purpose;  nevertheless,  the  Said  Captains  or 
Commanding  Officers,  as  aforesaid.  Shall  dispatch  Such  Express  as 
aforesaid. 

And  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  within  Twenty 
Days  after  the  Publication  of  this  Act,  every  Master  or  Owner  of 
every  Indian,  Negro  Mullatto  or  other  Slave,  above  the  Age  of 
Sixteen  Years  shall  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  to  the  Captains 
of  the  Companies  in  the  respective  Distrects  wherein  they  Shall 
reside,  a true  List  of  all  Such  Slaves  belonging  to  them,  on  pain  of 
forfeiting  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Shillings  Current  Money  for  Neglect 
thereof;  from  which  List  every  Captain  shall  make  three  compleat 
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Lists  of  the  whole  Number  of  Slaves  returned  to  him,  distinguishing 
therein  the  Sexes,  Names,  and  numbers  of  the  Slaves,  belonging  to 
Each  Person,  and  Shall  forthwith  transmit  one  List  to  the  Governor 
or  Commander  in  Chief,  for  the  Time  being,  one  other  List  to  the 
Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of  the  County,  and  retain  the  other 
List  in  his  own  Possession,  under  the  Penalty  of  Five  pounds  Cur- 
rent Money  in  Case  of  Neglect  or  Refusal : and  in  Case  of  any 
Alarm,  Invasion,  Rebellion,  or  Insurrection,  shall  (if  necessary) 
unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  provided  by  his  Commanding  Officer 
appoint  and  leave  a Detachment  from  his  Company,  to  keep  Guard 
in  and  preserve  the  Peace  of  his  District. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  if  any  Negro, 
Indian,  Mullatto,  or  other  Slave,  above  the  Age  of  Sixteen  Years, 
Shall  in  the  Time  of  actual  Invasion,  Rebellion  or  Insurrection,  be 
found  at  the  Distance  of  Two  Miles  or  more  from  his  or  her  Habi- 
tation or  the  Plantation  to  which  Such  Slave  Shall  belong  without 
the  leave  or  licence  of  his  or  her  Owner  or  Overseer  Such  Slave, 
Shall  be  adjudged  to  be  punished  by  whipping  with  any  any  Number 
of  Stripes  not  exceeding  thirty  nine ; on  the  bare  back,  by  any 
Magistrate  before  whom  Such  Slave  shall  be  carried  manner  afore- 
said to  arrest  and  take  up  such  Slave  in  Order  to  his  or  her  Exami- 
nation and  in  Case  Such  Slave  shall  oppose  or  endeavour  to  escape 
from  the  Person  having  Such  power  as  aforesaid  to  arrest  Such 
Slave  as  aforesaid  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  for  any  Magistrate 
and  he  is  hereby  required  to  issue  his  warrant  on  Complaint  to  him 
made  to  apprehend  such  Slave  and  upon  Such  Slave  being  brought 
before  him  to  cause  Such  Slave  to  be  punished  by  whipping  on  the 
bare  back  with  any  Number  of  Stripes  not  exceeding  thirty  nine 
as  by  the  Said  Magistrate  Shall  be  adjudged  any  Law  Usage  or 
Custom  to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the 
Authority  Aforesaid,  that  it  shall  and  may  be  Lawfull  for  any 
Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of  any  Regiment,  Troop,  Company, 
or  Detachment,  in  the  Time  of  actual  Service  in  the  time  of  Invasion 
Insurrection  or  Rebellion  by  and  with  the  Consent  and  Approbation 
of  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  for  the  Time  being,  to 
impress  and  take  up,  or  by  warrant  under  his  Hand,  to  Order  to 
be  impressed  and  taken  up,  necessary  Provision,  Sloops,  Boats,  or 
other  Vessels,  for  the  Transportation  of  the  Militia  over  Rivers  or 
Creeks  or  the  main  Bay  of  Chesapeak,  within  this  Province ; together 
with  the  Rigging,  Tackle,  Furniture,  and  Apparel,  belonging  there- 
unto, and  also  Carts,  Waggons,  Draught-Horses,  and  Oxen,  and 
other  Conveniences  for  the  Land-Carriage  of  Provision,  Arms,  and 
Ammunition,  from  Place  to  place,  within  this  Province;  and  Like- 
wise any  manner  of  Tools,  Utensils,  or  Instruments,  which  Shall 
or  may  be  wanted,  and  also  to  impress  or  take  up,  or  order  to  be 
impressed  or  taken  as  aforesaid,  fit  and  able  persons  to  go  in  Sloops, 
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Boats,  and  other  Vessels,  aforesaid;  and  also  Labourers,  pioneers, 
and  Artificers,  who  shall  be  thought  usefull  in  the  Service.  Provided 
always,  that  it  Shall  not  be  lawfull  to  take  up  or  impress  all  or  any 
of  the  Articles  afores.*^  without  giving  a Receipt  for  the  Same, 
expressing  therein  the  use  or  Service  for  which  the  Same  Shall  be 
impressed,  or  taken  up,  and  a Certificate  for  what  use  or  Service 
Such  Labourers,  Pioneers,  or  Artificers,  shall  be  impressed,  on  pain 
of  being  Liable  to  the  Action  of  the  Party  Aggrieved. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  no  Oflficer  of 
the  Militia  of  this  Province,  Shall  Surrender  or  resign  any  Com- 
mission which  hereafter  may  be  Granted,  unless  his  Surrender  or 
Resignation  on  Account  of  Sickness,  or  other  Incapacity,  Shall  be 
accepted  by  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  for  the  Time 
being  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  Qualify  himself  to  act  under  this 
Law,  on  pain  of  being  inlisted  as  a Private  Man,  and  as  such  liable 
to  the  like  Services  and  Penalties ; and  all  Commissions  granted 
to  any  Persons,  which  do  or  shall  not  confine  them  to  any  Corps 
in  the  County  or  Place  wherein  they  shall  reside.  Shall  be  and  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  null  and  Void,  and  no  Officer  Shall  hereafter 
presume  to  act  as  Such,  unless  he  hath  or  shall,  before  any  Act  done 
by  him,  as  an  Officer,  take  the  Oaths  to  the  Government  as  before 
directed,  and  Subscribe  the  Oath  of  Abjuration  and  repeat  and 
Subscribe  the  Test,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  the  Sum  of  One  hundred 
Pounds  Current  Money. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  all  Officers  and 
private  Men  of  the  Militia  after  they  Shall  be  deemed  to  be  provided 
with  proper  and  Suitable  Arms  Shall  as  often  as  directed  by  the 
Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of  the  County  in  their  Attendance 
at  Devine  Service  at  their  Parish  Churches  or  Chapels  bring  with 
them  their  prop>er  Arms  in  good  Order  with  the  same  Quantity  of 
Ammunition  as  is  required  at  Muster  by  this  Act  under  the  Penalty 
of  Ten  shillings  Current  Money  for  their  failure  or  neglect  thereof. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  in  Case 
a Detachment  only  shall  be  Ordered  by  the  Governor  or  Commander 
in  Chief  from  the  Militia  of  any  County,  to  act  within  this  Province, 
in  Conjunction  with  a Detachment  from  the  Militia  of  another 
County,  Such  Detachment  shall  consist  of  the  Persons  whose  names 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  Roll,  to  be  returned  as  aforesaid  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  County  Court;  and  the  Persons  to  serve  on  Such  Detach- 
ment, shall  Serve  in  the  Order  in  which  their  Names  shall  be  set 
down  or  inserted  in  Such  Roll  Successively,  and  be  subject  to  the 
Command  of  Such  Officer  or  Officers  as  Shall,  on  Such  Service  be 
appointed  for  that  Purpose  by  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  Time  being  which  Said  Commanding  Officer  shall  be  of  the 
Militia  of  this  Province  and  the  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of 
the  Regiment,  Company,  or  Troop,  to  which  the  Persons  liable  to

serve  on  such  Detachment  as  aforesaid  shall  belong,  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  impress  and  take  up,  or  order  to  be  im- 
presed  and  taken  up,  proper  and  Suitable  Arms  for  the  Use  of  the 
Persons  to  Serve  on  Such  Detachment;  and  all  and  every  Person 
and  Persons  liable  to  serve  on  such  Detachment,  to  be  ordered  as 
aforesaid,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  so  to  do,  or  to  find  an  able 
Sufficient  and  well  Armed  Man  to  Serve  in  his  Place  or  stead  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  Twenty  pounds  Current  Money  for 
every  Neglect  or  Refusal. 

And  Whereas  upon  certain  Emergencies  in  time  of  Invasion 
Insurrection  or  Rebellion  it  may  be  necessary  to  keep  Military  Watch 
and  Ward : Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that 
upon  the  Order  or  Direction  of  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  time  being  for  the  keeping  of  Military  Watch  and  Ward 
every  Person  of  the  Militia  of  this  Province  Inlisted  as  aforesaid  who 
shall  be  warned  by  his  Commanding  Officer,  or  by  his  Order  under 
his  hand,  upon  Such  Service,  Shall  Serve  on  Such  Watch,  or  find 
a Sufficient  and  well  armed  Man  in  his  Room,  under  the  Penalty  of 
Five  Pounds  Current  Money  for  every  Neglect  or  Refusal;  and 
Commissioned  Officers  who  shall  be  directed  by  their  Commanding 
Officer,  shall  keep  such  Watch  in  Person  under  the  Penalty  of  Ten 
Pounds  Current  for  every  Default  or  Neglect  thereof ; but  Captains 
shall  not  be  obliged  to  Serve  in  Such  Military  Watch,  unless  the 
Said  Watch  Shall  consist  of  a Captains  Guard,  and  upon  all  Sudden 
Emergencies  in  time  of  Invasion,  Insurrection,  or  Rebellion,  upon 
which  a Military  Watch  may  be  immediately  necessary,  the  Same 
may  be  appointed  by  each  Captain,  and  the  Captain  appointing  the 
Same  shall  Send  immediate  Intilligence  thereof  to  his  Commanding 
Officer  and  of  the  Reasons  why  he  appointed  Such  Watch  and  the 
Said  Commanding  Officer  is  hereby  directed  to  dispatch  immediate 
Intelligence  thereof  to  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the 
time  being  unless  upon  Enquiry  he  shall  think  Such  Watch  to  be 
unnecessary  in  which  Case  Such  Commanding  Officer  Shall  and  may 
direct  the  Same  to  cease.  And  Defaulters  in  this  Case  Shall  be  liable 
to  the  Same  Penalties  as  in  the  Case  of  a Military  Watch  established 
by  Order  of  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief. 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  any 
Centry  upon  Guard,  who  shall  Challenge  any  Person  or  Persons 
three  times  distinctly,  and  the  Person  or  Persons  so  Challenged, 
shall  refuse  to  give  an  Account  of  him  or  themselves,  may  lawfully 
fire  upon  Such  Person  or  Persons  so  Challenged,  without  being 
Impeached  on  Prosecuted  for  the  Same  any  Law,  Custom  or  Usage, 
to  the  Contrary  Notwithstanding. 

And  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  That  in  Case  any 
Person,  who  Shall  Serve  upon  Such  Military  Watch  as  aforesaid. 
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shall  leave  his  Post  or  station,  or  shall  demean  himself  in  a Turbu- 
lent or  disorderly  manner,  or  shall  not  obey  the  just  Orders  of  his 
Commanding  Officer,  it  Shall  and  may  be  Lawful  for  the  Officer 
Commanding  on  such  Watch,  to  put  Such  Person  under  Arrest,  over 
and  above  the  Penalty  abovementioned ; for  any  time ; not  exceeding 
the  Space  of  Three  Days. 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  during 
the  time  any  Persons  of  the  Militia  Shall  be  in  Actual  Service, 
within  this  Province,  or  shall  keep  Military  Watch  as  aforesaid,  they 
shall  be  supported  and  Paid  in  Manner  following,  to  wit.  To  every 
Major  General  Twenty  Shillings  per  day.  To  every  Chief  Colonel 
of  Foot  Seventeen  Shillings  and  Six  pence  per  Day,  To  every  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  of  Foot  fifteen  Shillings  per  Day : To  every  Major 
of  Foot  fourteen  Shillings  per  Day:  To  every  Captain  of  Foot 
twelve  Shillings  and  Six  pence  per  Day:  To  every  Lieutenant  of 
Foot  Six  Shillings  and  eight  pence  per  Day : To  every  Ensign  five 
Shillings  per  Day.  To  every  Serjeant  two  Shillings  per  Day:  To 
every  Corporal  of  Foot  One  Shilling  and  eight  pence  per  Day : To 
every  Drummer  of  Foot  One  Shilling  and  eight  pence  per  Day: 
To  each  private  Soldier  one  shilling  and  Six  pence  per  Day:  To  a 
Surgeon  Eight  Shillings  and  Six  Pence  per  Day,  and  Medicines  to 
be  found:  To  a press  Master  four  Shillings  per  Day:  To  every 
Colonel  of  Horse  nineteen  Shillings  per  Day;  every  Lieutenant  Colo- 
nel of  Florse  eighteen  Shillings  per  Day:  a Major  of  Horse  Sixteen 
Shillings  per  Day : a Captain  of  Horse  fourteen  Shillings  per  Day : 
a Lieutenant  of  Horse  Seven  Shillings  and  Six  Pence  per  Day 
a Cornet  Six  Shillings  per  Day:  a Quarter  Master  five  Shillings 
per  Day:  a Corporal  two  Shillings  and  Six  Pence  per  Day:  a 
Trumpeter  two  Shillings  and  Six  Pence  per  Day:  a private  Trooper 
two  Shillings  per  Day. 

Provided,  that  if  they  shall  be  Discharged  again  in  two  days  no 
Pay  shall  be  Allowed. 

And  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the  Provi- 
sions and  all  and  every  the  Matters,  Articles,  and  things,  which 
shall  be  taken  up  and  Impressed  by  Virtue  of  this  Act,  and  the  Pay 
aforesaid  of  the  Militia,  shall  be  paid  for,  discharged  and  defrayed 
by  the  Money  which  Shall  or  may  Arise,  or  Accrue  in  Virtue  of 
or  by  the  Execution  of  this  Act;  and  in  Case  that  after  the  Applica- 
tion of  Such  Monies  to  the  Purposes  aforesaid  there  shall  happen 
or  be  any  Deficiency,  the  Same  shall  be  Provided  for  by  the  Con- 
sent of  the  Freemen  of  this  Province  by  their  representatives  in 
general  Assembly. 

And  Whereas  in  the  time  of  Actual  Service  in  the  time  of  inva- 
sion Rebellion  or  Insurrection  it  is  necessary  that  the  Officers  and 
Private  Men  of  the  Militia  of  this  Province  be  held  to  a more  Strict 
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Discipline  than  at  other  times  might  be  Expedient.  Be  it  there- 
fore Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  That  if  any  Officer  or  Pri- 
vate Man  of  the  Militia  of  this  Province,  in  the  Time  of  Actual 
Service  within  this  Province  in  the  time  of  Invasion,  Rebellion,  or 
Insurrection  shall  wittingly  and  willingly  excite  Cause  or  Join  in 
any  Mutiny  or  Sedition  in  any  Company  Troop  Regiment  Party 
Guard  or  Detachment  of  the  Militia  of  this  Province  or  shall  shame- 
fully leave  desert  or  fly  from  his  Station  or  Post  without  the  Order 
or  Direction  of  his  Proper  Officer  or  other  good  Sufficient  reasonable 
Cause,  or  shall  wittingly  hold  Correspondance  with  any  Rebel  or 
Enemy  or  give  any  Rebel  or  Enemy  Advice  or  Intelligence  by 
Letter,  Message,  Signs  or  Tokens  in  any  manner  or  way  whatsoever, 
the  Person  or  Persons  so  Offending  being  thereof  Convicted  in 
due  form  of  Law  shall  and  are  hereby  declared  felons  and  shall 
Suffer  Death  as  in  Cases  of  felony  without  Bennefit  of  Clergy. 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted  that  if  any  Person  in  the  Time  afore- 
said Shall  Strike  or  Use  any  Violence  to  his  Superior  Officer  or 
shall  wilfully  refuse  to  obey  his  Just  Order,  Such  Person  So 
Offending  shall  Suffer  Such  Punishment  by  fine  or  Imprisonment 
(the  Said  fine  not  to  exceed  the  Sum  of  five  Pounds  Current  Money 
and  such  Imprisonment  not  to  exceed  the  Space  of  Seven  Days)  as 
shall  be  Adjudged  by  a Court  Martial  for  that  purpose  to  be  consti- 
tuted and  appointed  by  the  Commission  of  the  Governor  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  for  the  time  being  under  the  Seal  of  this  Province 
out  of  the  County  wherein  the  Offender  shall  reside  not  under  the 
Degree  of  a Captain,  the  Said  Court  Martial  to  consist  of  the  Num- 
ber of  twelve  and  no  more  besides  the  President,  and  Such  Court 
shall  have  full  Power  and  Authority  to  Administer  an  Oath  to  every 
Witness  to  Discover  the  Truth  in  order  to  the  Examination  and 
Tryal  of  any  of  the  Offences  determinable  before  such  Court,  and 
the  Sentance  of  the  Majority  of  the  Members  of  Such  Court  shall 
be  Immediately  Executed,  Provided  always,  that  in  all  Tryals  to  be 
had  before  any  Court  Martial  to  be  appointed  and  held  as  aforesaid 
in  Virtue  of  this  xA.ct,  every  Judge  before  any  Proceedings  shall  be 
had,  shall  take  the  following  Oath  to  wit,  I do  swear  that  I will 
well  and  truly  Try  and  Determine  according  to  Evidence  on  the 
Subject  of  my  Present  Enquiry  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and 
Judgment  according  to  the  Intent  and  Meaning  of  an  Act  of  As- 
sembly of  the  Province  of  Maryland  Entituled  an  Act  for  Regulat- 
ing the  Militia  of  the  Province  of  Maryland,  without  Partiality 
Malice  Favour  or  Affection  and  that  I will  not  at  any  time,  upon  any 
Account  whatsoever  disclose  or  discover  [my]  own  Vote  or  Opinion 
or  the  Vote  or  opinion  of  any  Other  member  of  this  Court  Martial 
unless  required  to  give  Evidence  thereof  as  a Witness  by  a Court  of 
Justice  in  a due  Course  of  Law  so  help  me  God  Provide  also,  that 
no  Officer  or  Private  Person  aforesaid  being  once  .\cquitted  by  a 
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Court  Martial  for  any  Offence  under  this  Act,  Shall  be  liable  to  be 
Tried  a Second  time  for  the  same  Offence. 

And  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  Commanding  Officer  of  any  Person  Guilty  of 
the  Offence  aforesaid  to  Commit  Such  Person  and  have  him  Safe 
kept,  so  as  that  he  may  be  brought  to  his  Trial  for  any  of  the  said 
Offences.  And  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  if  it 
shall  happen  that  any  Trooper’s  Horse  shall  be  killed  by  an  Enemy 
in  Actual  Service,  then  the  Said  Troper  to  be  Paid  for  the  Said 
Horse  by  the  Publick.  Provided  always  that  nothing  in  this  Act 
Contained,  shall  oblige  or  Compell  any  of  the  People  Called  Quakers 
or  any  of  the  Congregation  called,  Unitas  Eratrum,  or  United 
Bretheren  who  from  Religious  or  Conscientious  Scruples  are  averse 
to  the  Bearing  of  Arms  and  Performing  Military  Service  to  Inlist 
or  do  Duty  in  the  Militia  of  this  Province;  And  provdied  also  and 
be  it  further  Enacted  that  no  thing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  extend  to  any  Member  of  the  Upper  or  Lower  Houses  of 
Assembly  Except  such  as  shall  take  Military  Commissions  under 
this  Act  to  any  Person  in  Holy  Orders  and  Provided  also,  that  any 
Number  of  the  Upper  or  Lower  House  of  Assembly  Taking  a Mili- 
tary Commission  as  aforesaid,  the  Clerks  and  other  Officers  of  the 
Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly  shall  be  Exempt  from  all 
Duties  and  Services  during  the  Sitting  of  the  Assembly. 

And  Provided  also  that  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  extend 
to  the  Justices  of  the  Provincial  or  County  Courts  Attorneys  at 
Law,  Sheriffs  or  other  Ministers  and  Officers  belonging  to  any  of 
the  Said  Court  during  the  time  that  Such  Courts  shall  Sit,  And  Pro- 
vided also  that  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  extend  to  Goalers, 
Ferrymen,  Millers,  Mariners,  Watermen,  usually  employed  in  any 
Craft,  Persons  employed  in  Furnaces  or  Iron  Works,  Physicians, 
Surgeons,  and  Apothecaries,  Except  in  time  of  actual  Invasion,  Rebel- 
lion, or  Insurrection,  when  all  and  every  the  Said  Persons  in  this 
Clause  mentioned,  being  of  the  Militia,  Goalers  and  Ferrymen  Ex- 
cepted, shall  be  liable  to  the  Same  Duty  and  Service  as  if  this  Proviso 
had  not  been  herein  inserted  except  Such  Physicians,  Surgeons,  and 
Apothecaries,  who  in  Ten  Days  after  the  Publication  of  this  Act, 
Shall  give  in  their  Names  in  writing  to  the  Colonel  or  Commanding 
Officers  of  the  Counties,  wherein  they  shall  reside,  and  engage  to 
attend  in  their  Profession  with  Proper  Medicines  and  Instruments, 
uj)on  any  part  of  the  Militia  whilst  in  actual  Service  as  they  shall  be 
directed  by  the  Said  Colonels  or  Commanding  Officers;  and  Such 
Physicians,  Surgeons,  and  Apothecaries,  who  shall  engage  as  afore- 
said shall  be  and  are  hereby  exempted  from  all  Service  in  the 
Militia  whatsoever.  But  in  Case  any  Physician  Surgeon,  or  Apothe- 
cary, shall  engage  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  receiving  the  direction 
of  the  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  aforesaid,  shall  wilfully  refuse 
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or  neglect  to  do  and  perform  his  Duty,  according  to  his  Said  Engage- 
ment, in  Such  Case  Such  Physician,  Surgeon  or  Apothecaries,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  Current  Money,  and  be 
liable  thereafter  to  the  Performance  of  all  every  Military  Service  and 
Duty  whatsoever,  any  Law  usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

And  Whereas  all  and  every  Person  and  Persons  of  the  Militia  of 
this  Province  are  as  aforesaid,  not  only  liable  to  the  Duties  and 
Services  required  by  this  Act,  but  also  if  able  to  find,  at  their  own 
proper  Cost  and  Charge,  Suitable  Arms;  and  it  would  prove  an 
unequal  Tax  if  the  Persons  above  exempted  from  the  Services  of 
the  Militia,  who  are  able  Should  be  discharged  also  from  the  Burthen 
and  Expence  of  finding  Arms. 

Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  all  and 
every  the  Persons,  whose  Real  and  Personal  Estate  is  of  the  Value 
of  forty  Pounds  Sterling,  to  be  determined  as  aforesaid)  before 
exempted  from  Services  of  the  Militia,  and  all  Men  above  the  Age 
of  Sixty  Years  of  the  Ability  aforesaid,  shall  each  of  them  find 
one  good  and  Sufficient  Firelock,  with  a Bayonet,  and  deliver  the 
Same  to  the  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of  the  County  wherein 
he  shall  reside,  or  pay  to  the  Said  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  the 
Sum  of  Three  Pounds  Current  Money  in  lieu  thereof,  in  Six  Months 
after  the  Publication  of  this  Act,  on  Pain  that  every  Person  afore- 
said of  such  ability  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  neglect  or  omit  to  find 
and  deliver  Such  Arms  as  aforesaid,  or  pay  Such  Sum  of  Money  as 
aforesaid  in  lieu  thereof.  Shall  be  Subject  and  liable  to  every 
Service  and  Duty  of  the  Militia;  any  Proviso,  Clause,  or  thing 
herein  contained,  or  any  Law,  Custom,  or  Usage,  to  the  Contrary, 
N otwithstanding. 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  the 
Arms  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Colonels  or  Commanding 
Officers  aforesaid  in  manner  aforesaid  shall  be  distributed  among 
such  Persons  as  shall  need  the  Same,  and  not  of  the  Ability  afore- 
said to  Purchase  his  Arms.  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority 
aforesaid  that  in  Case  the  Several  Fines,  Penalties,  and  Forfeitures, 
in  this  Act  mentioned  and  not  triable  or  determinable  before  a Court 
Martial,  as  afores.*^  Shall  not  be  paid  upon  the  Demand  or  Order 
of  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Person  incurring  the  Same  into 
the  Hands  of  the  Sherifif  of  the  County  wherein  the  Offender  shall 
reside;  and  in  Case  any  other  Person,  not  of  the  Militia,  shall 
incur  any  Fine,  penalty,  or  Forfeiture,  under  this  Act,  and  on 
Demand  or  Order  of  the  Colonel  Commanding  Officer  of  the  County 
wherein  Such  Person  Shall  reside.  Shall  omit  to  pay  the  Same  into 
the  Hands  of  the  Sheriff  as  aforesaid,  the  Same  Shall  be  recovered, 
and  all  Offences  under  this  Act  shall  be  Adjudged  and  levied  in  the 
Manner  following,  to  wit,  all  Such  Fines,  Penalties,  Offences,  and 
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Forfeitures,  as  shall  be  incurred  or  committed  by  any  Person  of 
the  Militia,  under  the  Degree  of  a Commissioned  Officer,  shall  be 
Adjudged  and  determined  by  the  Captain  or  Commanding  Officer 
of  the  Company  or  Troop  to  which  Such  Person  Shall  belong  and 
two  other  the  most  discreet  Persons  belonging  to  the  Said  Company 
or  Troop,  or  the  Majority  of  them,  which  said  two  Persons  shall  be 
elected  and  Chosen  by  the  Majority  of  each  Company  or  Troop  at 
the  Next  day  of  Training  after  such  Company  or  Troop  shall  be 
formed  and  in  Case  of  Default  of  Such  Election  or  Choice,  the 
Commissioned  Officers  of  each  Troop  or  Company  shall  constitute 
a Court,  to  try,  ajudge  and  determine  the  Matters  aforesaid ; and  in 
Case  of  such  Choice  or  Election  as  aforesaid,  and  Vacancy  by  Death 
or  otherwise  of  Such  Persons,  or  either  of  them,  to  be  chosen  or 
Elected  as  aforesaid.  Such  Vacancy  Shall  be  filled  up  and  Supplied 
by  a new  Choice  or  Election  as  aforesaid ; and  in  Case  that  the  said 
Persons,  or  either  of  them,  to  be  elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
charged  with  or  accused  of  any  Matter  or  Thing  incurring  a Fine, 
Penalty  or  Forfeiture  under  this  Act,  then  and  in  Such  Case  the 
Place  of  Such  person  or  persons  pro  hac  Vice  shall  be  Supplied 
by  one  or  Two  Commissioned  Officers  of  the  Same  Troop  or  Com- 
pany, as  the  Case  may  require.  The  Said  Commissioned  Officers,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Captain  of  the  Troop  or  Company,  And  in 
Case  the  Commissioned  Officer,  under  the  Rank  of  a Colonel  or 
Commanding  Officer  of  a County,  Shall  in  any  Matter,  not  triable 
before  such  Court  Martial,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  or 
Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  as  aforesaid,  offend  against  this 
Act,  Such  Officer  shall  be  tried  by  the  Appointment  of  the  Colonel 
or  Commanding  Officer  of  the  County  wherein  Such  Offender  shall 
reside,  before  a Court  Martial  to  consist  of  five,  or  three  at  the 
least,  of  the  Commissioned  Officers  of  the  Said  County  who  shall 
determine  by  the  Majority  of  the  Voices  of  such  Court,  and  in  Case 
any  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  of  a county  shall  be  Charged 
with  or  accused  of  any  Offence  against  this  Act,  then  and  in  Such 
Case  the  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer,  and  Two  Field  Officers  of 
the  Next  Adjacent  County  or  Counties  to  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor or  Commander  in  Chief,  or  the  Major  part  of  them,  shall 
adjudge  and  Determine  Such  Offense. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  no 
Person  whatsoever  shall  behave  in  a disorderly  or  turbulent  Manner, 
or  use  any  Menacing  Words,  Signs  or  Gestures  in  the  Presence  of 
any  Court,  Appointed  by  this  Act,  during  the  Sitting  of  Such  Court, 
or  in  any  Manner  disturb  the  Proceedings  of  any  Such  Court,  on 
pain  of  Imprisonment,  by  Order  or  Sentence  of  Such  Court,  not 
exceeding  Three  days  and  if  any  Commissioned  Officer  shall  be 
convicted  of  having  behaved  in  any  Manner  unbecoming  the  Char- 
acter of  an  Officer,  tho  his  Offence  be  not  Specified  in  this  Act, 
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Such  Commissioned  Officer  may  be  degraded  and  compelled  to  Serve 
in  the  Militia  as  a Private  Person. 

Provided  always,  that  it  Shall  and  may  be  lawfull  for  the  Per- 
sons appointed  by  or  in  Pursuance  of  this  Act,  to  adjudge  or  deter- 
mine upon  any  Matter  or  thing  whatsoever  in  this  Act,  to  admit  the 
reasonable  Excuse  of  any  person  tryed  before  them,  and  thereupon 
to  acquit  Such  Person  by  their  Determination ; any  thing  in  this  Act 
to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding,  and  that  before  any  Tryal,  Adjudi- 
cation or  Determination  of  or  upon  any  Matter  or  thing  in  this 
Act  mentioned,  all  and  every  the  Judges  to  be  Appointed  by  or  in 
Pursuance  of  this  Act,  Shall  take  the  Oath  above  prescribed  and 
directed  to  be  taken  by  Such  Persons  as  Shall  be  appointed  to  Consti- 
tute a Court  Martial,  in  Virtue  of  a Commission  for  that  Purpose 
from  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  all  Fines  Pen- 
alties and  Forfeitures  aforesaid  Shall  be  levied  by  the  Sheriff  of 
the  County  wherein  the  Offender  shall  dwell,  upon  the  Warrant 
of  the  Persons  appointed  by,  or  in  Pursuance  of  this  Act,  to  Adjudge 
and  Determine  as  aforesaid;  and  the  Sheriff  to  whom  such  War- 
rant shall  as  aforesaid  be  directed.  Shall  make  a Return  of  the 
Same  to  the  Said  Persons,  by  delivering  them  a Copy  thereof,  with 
an  Indorsement  Signed  by  the  Sheriff,  Signifying  how  and  in  what 
Manner  he  hath  executed  the  Same : And  the  Said  Sheriff  is  hereby 
directed  to  levy,  by  Distress  and  Sale  of  the  Goods  of  the  Offender, 
the  Fine,  Penalty  or  Forfeiture,  mentioned  in  Such  Warrant  and 
also  the  Established  by  Law  in  Such  Cases  for  Executing  Such 
Warrant,  and  in  Case  no  Goods  of  the  Offender  can  be  found, 
on  which  to  levy  the  Fine,  Penalty,  a forfeiture  aforesaid  the  Body 
of  the  Offender  shall  be  taken  and  kept  in  Safe  Custody,  as  in  the 
Case  of  an  Execution  by  Capias  ad  Satisfaciendum  up>on  a Judg- 
ment in  a Court  of  Law  and  in  Case  any  Person  not  belonging 
to  the  Militia  shall  incur  any  Fine,  Penalty,  or  Forfeiture  under 
this  Act  then  and  in  Such  Case  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  for  any 
Single  Magistrate  in  the  County  where  the  Offender  shall  reside 
upon  Information  or  Complaint  against  such  Offender  to  issue  his 
Warrant  to  bring  Such  Offender  before  him  and  upon  due  Proof 
to  give  Judgment  against  Such  Offender  for  the  Penalty  in  this 
Act  Mentioned  and  by  Warrant  to  direct  the  Sheriff  to  levy  the 
Same,  in  Manner  aforesaid;  and  the  said  Sheriff  in  the  execution 
of  the  Said  Warrant  Shall  demean  himself  in  the  Same  Manner  as 
before  is  directed  by  this  Act. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  all  and  every 
the  Sum  and  Sums  of  Money,  which  Shall  be  received,  levied  and 
raised  in  or  by  Virtue  of  this  Act,  shall  be  applied  to  the  Support  of 
the  Militia  of  this  Province,  and  the  defraying  the  Charges  and 
expences  which  the  Services  directed  by  this  Act  shall  require  and 
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the  Sheriff  of  each  County  is  hereby  directed  once  in  every  Six 
Months  or  oftner  if  required  to  deliver  an  Account  to  the  Governor 
or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being  and  another  to  the 
Treasurer  of  each  respective  Shore  of  this  Province  to  whom  the 
Said  Sheriff  shall  pay  all  Such  Sum  and  Sums  of  Money  as  he 
shall  receive  in  Virtue  of  this  Act  and  the  Said  Treasurers  are  hereby 
required  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  Order  of  the  Governor  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief  for  the  Purposes  aforesaid  from  Time  to  Time  Such 
Sum  and  Sums  of  Money  as  they  shall  receive  as  aforesaid  and  the 
Said  Treasurers  are  hereby  required  and  directed  to  lay  an  Account 
before  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Province  every  Session  of  the 
disposition  of  the  said  Money. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  all  and  every 
Sum  and  Sums  of  Money,  which  shall  be  received  by  any  Officer  of 
the  Militia,  in  Virtue  of  this  Act,  Shall  be  forthwith  paid  Such 
Officer  into  the  Hands  of  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  wherein  Such 
Offender  shall  reside;  which  Said  Sheriff  is  herbey  required  and 
directed  to  render  Accounts  and  Pay  the  Same  to  the  Treasurers  as 
before  directed,  which  Said  Treasurers  are  hereby  required  and 
directed  to  render  Accounts  and  pay  Such  Money  as  before  directed, 
and  in  Case  any  Officer  who  shall  receive  any  Sum  of  Money  as 
aforesaid  shall  depart  this  Life  without  Payment  thereof  into  the 
Hands  of  the  Sheriff  as  aforesaid  the  Executor  or  Administrator 
of  Such  Officer  shall  be  liable  to  the  Payment  thereof  before  any 
other  Debt  whether  on  Judgment  or  otherwise  any  Law  Usage  or 
Custom  notwithstanding.  And  every  Officer  who  shall  receive  Money 
as  aforesaid  in  Virtue  of  this  Act,  shall  transmit  an  Account  thereof, 
once  in  every  Six  Months,  to  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  Time  being,  and  pay  the  Same  as  aforesaid,  on  pain  of  for- 
feiting double  the  Sum  of  Money  by  him  Received  on  default  of 
such  Payment,  and  also  of  being  degraded  and  compelled  to  Serve 
as  a Private  Man  in  the  Militia  of  his  County. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  if  any  Sum 
or  Sums  of  Money  to  be  levied  or  raised  in  Virtue  of  this  Act,  shall 
be  unapplied  to  the  Uses  and  Purposes  in  this  Act  Mentioned  and 
directed.  Such  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  so  unapplied,  shall  be  applied 
to  such  Uses  and  Purposes  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  next  General 
Assembly  thereafter. 

And  be  in  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid ; that  the  Office 
Bonds  of  all  Sheriffs  shall  be  deemed  to  be  liable  to  make  good  all 
and  every  the  Sum  and  Sums  of  Money,  which  they  shall  receive 
in  Virtue  of  or  by  Direction  of  this  Act.  And  be  it  Enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid  that  if  any  Person  or  Persons,  Shall  be  Sued 
or  impleaded  for  any  matter  or  thing  lawfully  done,  or  Commanded 
to  be  done,  in  the  Execution  or  by  Virtue  of  this  Act,  he  or  they 
shall  or  may  plead  the  General  Issue,  and  give  this  Act  in  Evidence 
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and  if  the  Plaintiff  shall  discontinue  his  Action,  or  be  non-suited, 
or  a Verdict  or  Judgment  shall  pass  against  him  he  shall  pay  the 
Defendant  Treble  Costs, 

And  be  it  Enacted,  that  if  any  Person  shall  be  founded  or  dis- 
abled in  any  Military  Service,  in  Virtue  of  this  Act,  so  as  to  be 
incapable  of  Supporting  himself,  and  shall  produce  a Certificate  from 
his  Commanding  Officer  of  his  good  behaviour  in  Such  Service  to 
the  Justices  of  the  County  Court,  of  the  County  where  he  last 
resided,  he  shall  be  Supported,  during  Such  his  disability  at  the 
Publick  Charge  of  this  Province. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  Jonas 
Green  Printer  to  this  Province  shall  and  he  is  hereby  Obliged  and 
required  within  Twenty  Days  after  the  End  of  this  present  Session 
of  Assembly  to  deliver  to  the  Sheriff  of  Ann  Arundel  County  to  be 
by  him  conveyed  in  the  Same  Manner  as  Public  Letters  for  his 
Lordships  Service  are  Copies  of  this  Act  for  the  Sheriff  and  each 
representative  and  Field  Officer  within  the  several  and  respective 
Counties  in  this  Province  under  the  Penalty  of  Twenty  Pounds  Cur- 
rent Money  to  be  recovered  by  Action  of  Debt  Bill  Plaint  or  Infor- 
mation wherein  no  Essoin  Protection  or  Wager  of  Law  or  more 
than  one  Imparlance  to  be  allowed  one  half  of  which  Forfeiture 
to  be  paid  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  where  the  Same  Shall  be 
incurred  and  by  him  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Wester  Shore 
who  shall  pay  the  Same  to  the  Order  of  Governor  or  Commander 
in  Chief  for  the  Purposes  aforesaid  the  other  half  to  the  Informer 
or  him  her  or  them  that  will  Sue  for  the  Same.  And  be  it  also 
Enacted  that  the  Several  and  respective  Sheriffs  within  this  Prov- 
ince shall  within  Five  Days  after  their  having  respectively  received 
the  Copies  of  this  Act,  to  them  directed  to  be  Sent  by  the  Printer, 
deliver  to  every  Delegate  and  Field  Officer  in  their  respective  Coun- 
ties one  of  the  Said  Copies  of  this  Act,  and  one  Copy  thereof  such 
Sheriffs  respectively  are  to  keep,  and  within  Five  Days  the  Same 
Act  to  Publish,  in  all  the  most  Public  Places  in  their  Several  and 
Respective  Counties,  to  the  End  that  the  People  in  every  County 
within  this  Province  may  be  well  informed  thereof  And  in  Case 
any  Such  Sheriff  shall  omit  or  neglect  his  Duty  herein  enjoined  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  Current  Money 
one  half  thereof  to  the  Informer  or  him  her  or  them  that  will  Sue 
for  the  Same  the  other  Half  to  be  paid  to  Coroners  of  the  County 
where  such  Forfeiture  shall  happen  by  them  to  be  paid  to  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  respective  Shore  where  the  Same  Forfeitures  Shall 
happen  who  shall  pay  the  Same  to  the  Order  of  the  Governor  or 
Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Purposes  aforesaid.  To  be  recovered 
in  any  Court  of  Record  within  this  Province  by  Action  of  Debt 
Bill  Plaint  or  Information  wherein  no  Essoin  Protection  or  Wager 
of  Law  or  more  than  one  Imparlance  to  be  allowed  Provided  Always

L.  H.  J.  and  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  nothing 
Liber  ^0^48  contained  shall  extend  or  be  construed  to  extend  to  take  away 

or  prejudice  any  Right  or  Claim  which  the  People  of  this  Prov- 
p.  316  ince  have  or  Ought  to  have  to  any  Moneys  heretofore  or  now  levied 
by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Proprietary  of  this  Province 
under  Colour  as  they  apprehend  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  made  in 
the  Year  Seventeen  hundred  and  four  Entituled  An  Act-  for  the 
Settlement  of  an  Annual  Revenue  upon  her  Majesty’s  Governor 
within  this  Province. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  all  Laws 
heretofore  made  regulating  or  in  any  Manner  relating  to  the  Militia 
of  this  Province  and  every  Matter  Article  or  Clause  in  any  Such 
Laws  contained  and  all  Military  Commissions  heretofore  Granted 
under  any  former  Law  be  and  are  hereby  Utterly  repealed  and  made 
Void. 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  this  Act  and 
all  the  Matters  and  Articles  herein  Contained  shall  continue  in  Force 
untill  the  Tenth  February  which  Shall  be  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord 
one  Thousand  Seven  hundred  and  Fifty  Seven  and  no  Longer.

M.'’  Speaker  left  the  Chair,  and,  with  the  other  Members  of  the 
Lower  House,  went  to  the  Upper  House,  and  there  presented  to  his 
Excellency  the  several  Ingrossed  Bills,  viz.‘

p. 317  All  which  his  Excellency  passed  into  Laws  in  the  usual  Manner; 
and  made  the  following  Speech : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Lower  House  of  Assembly, 

As  you  seemed  to  be  persuaded  at  the  Opening  of  this  Session, 
that  a well-armed  and  well-regulated  Militia^  would,  at  this  Season, 
be  our  best  Security,  and  were  pleased  to  tell  me,  that  a proper  Law 
for  that  Purpose  should  be  one  great  Object  of  your  Deliberations, 
I confess  I was  a little  surprized  at  your  sending  me  such  a Mes- 
sage as  you  did  this  Morning,  before  you  have  performed  what  you 
g ave  me  such  Room  to  hope  and  expect ; however,  as  you  have  inti- 
D3ated,  that  by  putting  an  End  to  this  Session,  I shall  do  a Thing 
not  less  agreeable  to  your  Wishes,  than  I did  in  convening  you,  I 
will  not  press  you  to  take  that  Affair  into  Consideration  till  your 
next  Meeting,  but  shall  content  myself  at  present  with  recommend- 
ing it  particularly  to  those  Gentlemen  of  each  House,  that  are  Com- 
manders and  Officers,  to  have  the  Militia  in  their  respective  Counties, 
duly  Mustered  and  Exercised,  agreeable  to  our  present  Laws,  which 
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Be  it  Enacted,  That  the  Sum  of  Twenty-two  Shillings  and  six 
Pence,  or  Three  Pieces  of  Eight,  out  of  the  Eleven  Thousand  Pounds 
aforesaid,  be  paid  to  every  such  Ereeman  on  his  enlisting  as  afore- 
said. And  in  Case  sufficient  Ereemen,  fit  for  the  Service  aforesaid, 
shall  not  offer  themselves  to  be  enlisted,  to  compleat  the  Number  of 
Two  Hundred,  including  Officers,  by  the  twentieth  Day  of  June  next, 
that  then  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  this  Province, 
for  the  Time  being,  shall  immediately  after  the  said  twentieth  Day 
of  June  next,  apportion  and  direct  the  Number  of  Men  to  be  drafted 
out  of  each  respective  County  of  this  Province,  to  make  up  the  Num- 
ber aforesaid,  and  forthwith  shall  direct  the  Colonels  of  the  respec- 
tive Counties,  with  the  utmost  Expedition,  to  call  together  their 
whole  Militia  as  such  convenient  Place  within  their  said  Counties, 
as  the  said  Colonels  shall  appoint,  at  the  same  Time  acquainting  them 
of  the  Number  of  Men  to  be  drafted  out  of  their  respective  Militia; 
and  the  Colonels,  Majors,  and  Captains  of  each  respective  County, 
or  the  Majority  of  them,  shall,  out  of  their  Militia  so  met,  imme- 
diately proceed  and  draft  double  the  Number  of  Men  allotted  by  the 
Governor  to  be  drafted,  being  unmarried,  and  not  Servants  imported, 
or  by  Indenture  actually  executed  before  the  first  Day  of  Eebruary 
last,  out  of  the  Militia  of  such  County  as  aforesaid ; from  which 
Number,  so  drafted,  the  Number  allotted  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  bal- 
lotted ; and  thereupon  the  several  Persons,  so  ballotted,  shall  be  by 
the  Sheriff  of  the  respective  County,  who  is  hereby  strictly  enjoined 
and  required  to  be  then  present,  safely  conveyed,  at  the  public  Ex- 
pence, without  Delay,  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  next  County,  and  so  from 
Sheriff  to  Sheriff,  'til  they  are  conveyed  to  the  Place  appointed  for 
fixing  the  Fort  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  Enacted,  That  every  Officer  aforesaid,  who  shall  not 
appear  on  the  Day  appointed,  as  aforesaid,  having  Notice  thereof, 
and  give  his  Vote  in  drafting  the  Number  of  Men  aforesaid,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds  Current  Money.  And  every 
Sheriff,  having  Notice  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  not  be  present  and 
take  charge  of  the  Men,  who  shall  be  ballotted  as  aforesaid,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  like  Sum  : And  every  Person  capable  of  bearing 
Arms,  who  shall  not  appear  at  the  Days  respectively  to  be  appointed 
jas  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Five  Pounds  like 
Money.  All  which  Forfeitures  shall  be  recovered  by  Action  of  Debt, 
Bill,  Plaint  or  Information,  in  any  Court  of  Record,  within  this  Prov- 
ince, wherein  no  Essoin,  Protection,  or  Wager  of  Law,  shall  be 
allowed;  one  half  to  the  Informer,  or  him  or  her  that  shall  sue  for 
the  same,  and  the  other  half  to  be  applied  as  herein  after  directed. 
And  every  Colonel  who  shall  neglect  to  give  the  several  Officers  and 
the  Sheriff  aforesaid  Notice,  within  ten  Days  of  the  Day  to  be  by 
him  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  Twenty  Pounds 
Current  Money,  to  be  recovered  and  applied  as  aforesaid.

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And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  no  Part  of  the  Twenty-five  Thou- 
sand Pounds,  hy  this  Act  applied  for  the  carrying  on  an  Expedition, 
in  Conjunction  with  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  shall  he  laid  out  or 
expended  in  any  Manner  whatsoever,  until  the  Governor  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  for  the  Time  being,  of  this  Province,  shall  have

the  Security  and  Protection  of  the  Frontier  Inhabitants,  and  all  Men 
that  shall  or  may  be  enlisted  or  raised  for  carrying  on  any  Expedi- 
tion, in  Conjunction  with  the  neighbouring  Governments,  in  Manner 
before  mentioned,  shall,  over  and  above  the  Bounty-Money  given  to 
such  as  shall  voluntarily  enlist  themselves,  and  the  Cloathing  and  all 
Things  necessary  for  a Soldier,  be  paid  and  satisfied  for  their  ser- 
vice from  the  Time  of  their  respective  Enlistment,  or  being  ballotted, 
in  Manner  following,  that  is  to  say.  To  every  Captain,  having  the 
Command  of  a Company  of  Ninety-nine  Men,  including  Officers, 
Twelve  Shillings  and  six  Pence  per  Day:  To  every  Lieutenant  of 
such  Company,  Six  Shillings  and  eight  Pence  per  Day:  To  every 
Ensign  Five  Shillings  per  Day:  To  a Gun-Smith  to  be  employed 
in  the  Fort,  Two  Shillings  and  six  Pence  per  Day:  To  every  Ser- 
jeant, One  Shilling  and  six  Pence  by  the  Day:  To  every  Corporal, 
One  Shilling  and  two  Pence  by  the  Day.  To  every  Drummer,  One 
Shilling  and  two  Pence  by  the  Day : And  to  each  and  every  private 
Soldier,  Nine  Pence  by  the  Day:  To  a Surgeon  at  the  Fort,  Six 
Shillings  by  the  Day,  and  Medicines  to  be  found  by  the  Agent  out 
of  the  Money  raised  by  this  Act : To  a Surgeon,  who  shall  attend  the 
Expedition  aforesaid,  to  be  allowed  for  himself  and  Mate  Twelve 
Shillings  and  six  Pence  per  Day,  and  Medicines  to  be  found  as  afore- 
said : To  a Commissary  of  Stores,  Seven  Shillings  and  six  Pence  per 
Day:  Which  several  Officers,  Gun-Smith,  Surgeon,  Commissary  of 
Stores,  and  Soldiers,  are  hereby  directed  duly  to  be  paid  monthly. 
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Provided  always,  That  the  several  Companies  of  Men  that  shall  be 
enlisted  and  raised  in  Manner  aforesaid,  for  the  different  Purposes 
in  this  Act  mentioned,  shall  not  be  obliged  to  serve  or  continue  on 
Duty  after  the  tenth  Day  of  February  next,  but  shall,  at  that  Time, 
be  disbanded,  discharged,  and  paid  off ; and  that  on  no  Pretence 
whatsoever  any  of  the  Forces  or  Levies  enlisted  or  raised,  by  Virtue 
of  this  Act,  shall  be  longer  continued  or  kept  in  Pay. 

And  for  the  Encouragement  of  such  Soldiers  that  shall  adventure 
their  Lives  in  the  Expedition  aforesaid,  for  his  Majesty’s  Service, 
or  in  Defence  of  this  Province,  and  for  Provision  of  some  reasonable 
Pension  for  the  future,  to  be  settled  on  such  Soldiers  as  shall  happen 
to  be  maimed,  or  rendered  incapable  to  get  their  Livelihood  for  them- 
selves or  Families : 

Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  every  Person  who 
shall  adventure  as  a Soldier  on  such  Expedition,  or  Defence  of  this 
Province,  and  shall  therein  happen  to  be  maimed  or  receive  hurt,  so 
as  to  be  incapable  of  getting  a Livelihood,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  accord- 
ing to  his  Disability,  receive  a yearly  Pension,  to  be  raised  out  of  the 
Public  Levy  of  this  Province,  during  the  Time  of  such  Disability: 
The  Party  petitioning  for  such  Pensions  and  Allowances,  procuring  a 
Certificate  from  the  County  Court  where  he  or  they  live,  that  he  or 
they  are  Objects  of  Charity,  and  deserve  to  have  such  Pension  and 
Allowance. 

And  for  the  better  regulating  and  keeping  in  due  Subjection,  to 
their  Commanding  Officers,  the  Forces  that  shall  be  raised  or  enlisted 
to  march,  and  act  in  Conjunction  with  those  of  the  neighbouring 
Colonies,  or  with  those  raised  by  Virginia  and  Pensylvania  only,  on 
any  Expedition  to  the  Westward,  out  of  the  Limits  of  the  Province: 

Be  it  Enacted,  That  all  and  every  of  the  Officers  and  Soldiers 
commissioned,  raised,  enlisted,  and  in  pay,  for  the  Purpose  afore- 
said, shall  be  subject  to  the  same  Laws,  Rules,  Duties,  and  Trials, 
and  be  liable  to  the  same  Punishments,  as  they  would  by  Virtue  of 
an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  twenty-eighth  Year  of  his  present 
Majesty,  entituled.  An  Act  for  punishing  Mutiny  and  Desertion,  and 
for  the  better  Payment  of  the  Army,  and  their  Quarters. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  Officer  or  Soldier,  enlisted, 
or  drafted  out  of  the  Militia  of  the  several  Counties  of  this  Prov- 
ince, to  serve  and  continue  on  Duty  in  the  Forts  and  Block-Houses 
on  the  Western  Frontier  of  this  Province,  shall  excite  or  join  in  any 
Mutiny,  or  refuse  to  obey  the  just  Commands  of  his  superior  Officer, 
or  shall  desert  from  the  said  Service,  contrary  to  the  Intent  of  this 
Law,  he  shall  suffer  as  a Felon;  and  being  thereof  convicted,  or 
indicted  and  arraigned,  and  standing  mute,  or  peremptorily  challeng- 
ing above  Twenty,  shall  suffer  Death. 

34 
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XXI.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  Officer  shall  enter 
any  Person  on  any  Muster-Roll  or  Certificate,  by  a wrong  Name, 
knowingly,  upon  Conviction  thereof,  such  Officer  shall  suffer  such 
Pains  and  Penalties  as  are  directed  by  this  Act  to  be  inflicted  on 
those  that  shall  make  and  present  any  false  Muster-Roll  or  Certificate, 
to  be  recovered  in  the  same  Manner,  and  applied,  as  hereafter  directed. 

XXII.  And  to  discourage,  and  as  far  as  may  be  prevent  all  Officers 
from  making  and  presenting  false  Muster-Rolls  and  Certificates; 
Be  it  further  Enacted,  That  upon  Complaint,  or  Information  filed, 
against  any  Officer,  for  Breach  of  this  Act,  in  the  Clerk’s  Office  of 
the  Provincial  Court,  setting  forth  the  Facts  committed  by  the  said 
Officer,  Fourteen  Days  before  the  setting  of  the  said  Court,  upon 
Leave  obtained  under  the  Hand  of  the  Governor  or  Commander 
in  Chief,  for  the  Time  being,  the  Clerk  shall  issue  forth  a Summons 
to  the  Officer  informed  against,  commanding  him  to  appear  at  the 
Provincial  Court,  to  answer  to  such  Complaint;  which  Summons, 
with  a Copy  of  the  Information,  shall  be  served  upon  the  Officer 
complained  of  Fourteen  Days  before  the  setting  of  the  Court. 

XXIII.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  Witnesses,  to 
prove  the  Facts  complained  of,  be  retained  in  the  Pay  of  this  Prov- 
ince, at  any  of  the  Stations,  Fort,  or  Ranges,  hereafter  directed; 
upon  Application  made  to,  and  Leave  therefore  had,  from  the  Gov- 
ernor or  Commander  in  Chief,  as  aforesaid,  the  Clerk  shall  make 
out  Subpoenas  for  such  Witnesses  to  attend  the  said  Court  as  Evi- 
dences in  the  Cases. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  if  any  Officer  shall  pre- 
sume to  detain  any  Soldier  under  his  Command,  when  summoned 
and  notified  as  before  directed,  or  if  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall,  by 
any  Ways  or  Means  whatever,  obstruct  the  Service  of  any  Subpoena 
as  aforesaid,  such  Officer  or  Soldier,  upon  Conviction  thereof,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay;  That  is  to  say,  a Captain  or  Lieutenant,  one  Hun- 
dred Pounds  Current  Money;  an  Officer  under  the  Degree  of  a 
Lieutenant,  Fifty  Pounds  Current  Money;  and  a common  Soldier, 
Thirty  Pounds  Current  Money;  to  be  recovered  and  applied  as 
hereafter  directed. 

XXV.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  said  Three  Hundred 
Men  (Officers  included)  shall  be  forthwith  drafted  by  Order  and 
Direction  of  his  Excellency  Horatio  Sharpe,  Esq;  or  the  Governor 
or  Commander  in  Chief  of  this  Province,  for  the  Time  being,  out  of 
such  of  the  aforesaid  Five  Hundred  Men,  taken  into  the  Pay  of 
this  Province  by  Virtue  of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  entituled.  An  Act 
for  his  Majesty’s  Service,  and  the  more  immediate  Defence  and 
Protection  of  the  Frontier  Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  as  by  the 
Terms  of  their  Enlistment,  are  obliged  to  serve  till  the  last  Day  of 
September  next,  or  for  any  longer  Term,  and  shall  be  the  most  able- 
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bodied,  best  disciplined,  and  most  expert  of  those  Officers  and  Men, 
and  best  qualified  for  the  Services  intended  by  this  Act,  and  hereafter 
directed. 

XXVI.  And  in  Case  there  shall  not  be  among  the  said  Men,  a 
sufficient  Number  of  such  Men  as  aforesaid,  who,  by  the  Terms  of 
their  Enlistment,  are  obliged  to  serve  for  such  Time  as  aforesaid, 
then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  his  Excellency  Horatio  Sharpe, 
Esq;  or  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  this  Province,  for 
jthe  Time  being,  to  impower  Persons  to  Enlist  so  many  such  Men, 
able-bodied  and  fit  for  the  Service,  as  shall  be  wanting  to  compleat 
the  aforesaid  Number  of  Three  Hundred  Men,  Officers  included; 
which  Men,  so  to  be  Enlisted,  shall  be  Enlisted  to  serve  for  an  in- 
definite Time,  and  not  otherwise. 

^ XXVII.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  said  Three  Hundred 
Men  shall  immediately,  upon  passing  this  Act,  be  stationed  at  Fort 
Frederick  in  this  Province,  as  Rangers ; and  from  thence  shall  Range 
for  the  Defence,  Protection,  and  Quiet  of  the  Frontier  Inhabitants, 
in  Manner  following;  That  is  to  say.  One  Third  Part  of  the  said 
Three  Hundred  Men,  which  shall  be  effective,  shall  go  out  monthly, 
during  their  Continuance  in  the  Pay  of  this  Province  as  aforesaid 
(the  First  Party  to  go  out  as  soon  as  possible)  ; and  shall  be  divided 
into  Three  Parties,  One  of  which,  under  the  Command  of  a Captain 
or  Lieutenant,  shall  be  employed  constantly  in  Ranging  the  Woods 
about  the  Temporary  Line,  between  Conococheague  and  the  North- 
Mountain,  as  near  the  Settlements  of  the  Inhabitants,  as  may  be  most 
conducive  to  their  Defence  and  Protection,  lying  in  Ambush  when 
necessary,  at  such  Place  or  Places,  about  the  said  Line,  or  on  the 
said  Mountain,  as  it  is  most  probably  the  Enemy  will  pass  or  repass ; 
One  other  of  the  said  Three  Parties,  under  the  Command  of  a 
Lieutenant,  shall  be  employed  as  aforesaid,  near  the  Mouth  of  Cono- 
cocheague, and  between  that  and  Baker’s  Fort,  and  the  North-Moun- 
tain; and  the  other  of  the  said  Parties  shall  be  employed  as  aforesaid, 
near  the  Place  formerly  known  by  the  Name  of  Mr.  Dulany’s 
Quarter,  and  from  thence  along  the  Temporary  Line  by  Crosse’s 
Fort  to  Baker’s  Fort,  and  along  the  same  Line  to  Anti-Eatam  from 
the  said  Quarter.  And  in  Case  any  of  the  Men  or  Officers  shall, 
during  the  Time  they  shall  be  so  ordered  out,  die,  be  killed,  or  be 
by  any  Means  rendered  non-effective,  or  should  desert,  then  the 
Officer  commanding  the  Party,  shall  immediately  make  Application 
to  the  Commanding  Officer  at  the  Fort,  who  shall  forthwith  send 
other  Officers  or  Men,  to  supply  the  Place  of  such  Officers  or  Men, 
dead,  killed,  non-effective,  or  deserted ; which  said  Parties  shall  be 
relieved  at  the  End  of  One  Month  from  the  going  out  of  the  First 
Party ; and  so  Parties  shall  go  out  monthly,  during  the  Continuance 
of  the  said  Three  Hundred  Men  in  the  Pay  of  this  Province  as 
aforesaid;  and  the  Parties  who  are  to  relieve,  shall  be  at  their  several 
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L.  H.  J.  the  severe  Weather  that  happened  after  Captain  Browne,  and  Captain 
Casson,  received  my  Orders  to  march,  I pass  over  what  you  relate 
concerning  these  Accidents ; neither  do  I think  it  necessary  to  make 
any  Apology  for  proroguing  the  Assembly  on  the  8th  of  March  last, 
after  your  House  (as  appears  by  your  Journal)  dropt  all  Thoughts 
of  doing  the  Business  for  which  alone  you  were  called  together ; but 
shall  proceed  at  once  to  examine  the  most  material  Parts  of  your 
Address,  and  endeavour  to  shew  that  I have  not  issued  any  Orders 
which  can  be  called  illegal  or  unnecessary,  and  that  none  of  the  In- 
conveniencies  or  Hardships  which  any  Companies  of  Militia  are  said 
to  have  suffered,  can,  with  the  least  Appearance  of  Justice,  be  im- 
puted to  me. 

p.  161  Were  I not  desirous  of  avoiding  all  unnecessary  Disputes  with  you, 
I might  enumerate  many  Instances  of  Governors  exercising  far 
greater  Authority  over  the  Militia  of  this  Province,  before  they 
received  any  additional  Power  from  an  Act  of  Assembly,  than  has 
ever  been  exercised  since  I came  to  this  Government ; but  as  you  tell 
me  that  you  have,  in  your  Address,  proceeded  on  a Presumption, 
that  the  Orders  which  were  sent  to  the  abovementioned  Captains  of 
Militia,  were  given  by  Virtue  of  the  Law,  for  the  Ordering  and 
Regulating  the  Militia  of  this  Province,  for  the  better  Defence  and 
Security  thereof,  I shall  endeavour  to  shew,  that  on  that  Presumption, 
those  Orders  were  in  no  Respect  unlawful. 

That  your  Constituents  may  be  the  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the 
Merits  of  your  Address,  and  the  Sufficiency  of  my  Answer,  I have 
ordered  Mr.  Green  to  republish  in  his  Gazette,  the  several  Militia 
Laws  that  have  been  made  here  since  the  Year  1714,  the  Titles  of 
which  are  as  follows  : [Printed  in  the  Maryland  Gazette,  Annapolis  : 
April  27,  1758,  pp.  1-2;  May  4,  1758,  p.  i ; May  ii,  1758,  pp.  1-2.] 
1st.  An  Act  for  the  Ordering  and  Regulating  the  Militia  of  this 
Province,  for  the  better  Defence  and  Security  thereof ; 
which  was  made  at  a Session  of  Assembly,  begun  and  held  in  this 
City,  the  26th  Day  of  April  1715,  to  continue  for  Three  Years,  and 
to  the  End  of  the  next  Sessions  of  Assembly  after  the  End  of  the 
said  Three  Years.  [See  Archives  of  Maryland,  vol.  xxx ; 277-283.] 
2d.  An  Act  reviving  an  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province,  en- 
tituled.  An  Act  for  the  Ordering  and  Regulating  the  Militia  of  this 
Province,  for  the  better  Defence  and  Security  thereof ; 
which  was  made  at  a Session,  begun  and  held  the  14th  Day  of  May 
1719,  and  the  Act  of  Assembly  abovementioned  was  thereby  Revived 
and  Continued  in  full  Force,  from  the  then  present  Session,  for  and 
during  the  Terms  of  Three  Years,  and  to  the  End  of  the  next 
Session  of  Assembly  after  the  End  of  the  said  Three  Years,  and 
no  longer.  [See  Archives  of  Maryland,  vol.  xxxiii,  472.] 

3d.  An  Act  directing  how  Fines  shall  be  adjudged  against  such  as 
neglect  to  appear  at  Musters ; 
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which  is  a perpetual  or  indefinite  Act,  having  no  Time  of  Duration 
mentioned;  it  was  made  at  a Session,  begun  and  held  the  loth  of 
October  1722,  and  the  first  of  the  abovementioned  Acts,  viz.  that 
entituled.  An  Act  for  the  Ordering  and  Regulating  the  Militia  of 
this  Province,  for  the  better  Defence  and  Security  thereof,  is  hereby 
revived  and  continued  in  full  Force.  [See  Archives  of  Maryland, 
xxxiv,  480.] 

4th.  A Supplementary  Act  to  the  Act  for  the  Ordering  and  Regu- 
lating the  Militia  of  this  Province,  for  the  better  Defence  and  Se- 
curity thereof ; 

which  likewise  is  a perpetual  or  indefinite  Act,  having  no  Term  of 
Duration  mentioned.  [See  Archives  of  Maryland,  xxxix,  113- 
119.] 

If,  Gentlemen,  you  are  really  of  Opinion,  that  the  Act  of  1715 
does  not  at  this  Time  exist,  you  might,  one  would  think,  have  offered 
at  least  one  Argument  in  support  of  such  Opinion,  which  would 
certainly  have  afforded  your  Constituents  much  greater  Satisfaction 
than  any  general  and  ambiguous  Suggestions;  but  since  you  have 
declined  that  Method  and  rest  all  on  your  own  Opinion,  I must  take 
the  Liberty  to  inform  you,  that  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and 
Myself,  are,  on  the  contrary,  thoroughly  satisfied,  that  the  said  Act 
is  in  Force,  and  that  it  will  remain  so,  until  another  shall  be  made  to 
repeal  it. 

The  original  Militia  Law  of  1715  was,  as  I apprehend,  a Tempo- 
rary One,  because  the  Legislature  declared  their  Intention,  that  it 
should  have  the  Force  of  a Law  for  a Term  only,  viz.  for  Three 
Years,  and  to  the  End  of  the  next  Session ; and  the  Reviving  Act  of 
1719,  sets  it  up  again  as  a Temporary  Law  only,  by  the  same  Method, 
that  is,  by  declaring  their  Intention,  that  it  should  have  the  Force 
of  a Law  from  that  Session  for  Three  Years,  and  to  the  End  of  the 
next  Session  that  should  happen  after  the  End  of  the  said  Three 
Years,  and  no  longer ; for  had  not  these  Limitations  of  Duration  been 
added  as  a Bar  to  it’s  Perpetuity,  it  would,  I conceive,  either  upon  it’s 
being  first  Enacted,  or  on  it’s  first  Revival,  have  continued  on  in  a 
perpetual  Operation;  and  therefore,  when  the  Act  of  1722  revives 
and  continues  it  in  full  Eorce,  without  any  Declaration  of  an  Inten- 
tion that  it  should  operate  only  for  a Term,  it  immediately,  for  Want 
of  that  Limitation  of  Time,  became  perpetual  or  indefinite,  as  is  the 
Act  of  1722,  by  which  it  was  revived  and  continued.  Thus  an  Act 
was  made  by  the  Legislature  of  New-York,  in  September  1708,  for 
the  Encouragement  of  Whaling,  which  was  to  continue,  and  be  of 
Force,  for  and  during  the  Space  and  Term  of  Seven  Years,  from  the 
Publication  thereof : You  may  learn  from  the  New-York  Body  of 
Laws,  which  was  published  in  the  Year  1752,  according  to  an  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  that  Province,  that  the  aforesaid  Act  was 
revived  and  continued  by  several  Temporary  Acts,  which  were 
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L.  H.J.  made  for  that  Purpose,  in  the  Years  1716,  1720,  1726,  1733,  and 
Liber  1739;  but  in  November  1750,  it  was,  as  is  observed  by  the  Revisers 

p.  163  and  Publishers  of  those  Laws,  made  perpetual  by  the  following 
Clause  of  an  Act  that  was  passed  at  that  Time,  viz.  “ Be  it  Enacted, 
&c.  That  the  aforesaid  Act,  entituled,  An  Act  for  the  Encourage- 
ment of  Whaling,  shall  be  and  hereby  is  continued,  and  every 
Article,  Matter,  Clause,  and  Thing  therein  contained,  enacted  to  be, 
remain,  and  continue  in  full  Force  and  Virtue,  after  the  said  first 
Day  of  December  next,  to  all  Intents,  Constructions,  and  Purposes 
whatsoever.” 

The  abovementioned  Act  of  Assembly,  made  by  the  Legislature 
of  this.  Province  in  1722,  does  not  only  revive  and  continue  that  of 
1715,  but  likewise  aids  and  assists  it,  by  directing,  that  in  Case  any 
Persons  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Field-Officer  (holding  a 
Court-Martial)  shall  not  appear,  or  otherwise  excuse  themselves,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  such  Officers  to  judge  their  Case  as  on  Default. 
The  subsequent  Law,  made  in  1732-3,  was  certainly  Enacted  upon  a 
Supposition,  that  the  Act  of  1715  was  then  existing,  and  several  Acts 
have  been  made  since  that  Time,  upon  the  same  Supposition,  particu- 
larly a Temporary  One,  in  1748,  To  exempt  Persons  appearing  at 
Musters  from  Arrests  in  Civil  Cases;  which  has  been  revived  and 
continued  by  an  Act  that  you  have  yourselves  framed  within  these 
Eight  Months.  By  the  Supply  Bill  that  was  passed  in  May  1756, 
Draughts  were  directed  to  be  made  out  of  the  Militia  of  this  Prov- 
ince ; and  so  lately  as  in  the  Month  of  March  last,  you  inserted  in  a 
Bill  which  was  then  offered  to  the  Upper  House,  a Clause  to  exempt 
certain  Persons  from  serving  in  the  Militia. 

The  Militia  of  this  Province  have  been  Mustered  and  Trained 
under  the  Act  of  1715,  ever  since  it  was  made,  to  this  Time;  Courts 
Martial  have  been  held  by  the  Officers  agreeable  to  the  Directions  of 
this  Act ; Defaulters  have  been  fined  and  compelled  to  pay ; the  Justices 
of  the  several  County  Courts  have  continued  to  nominate  and  appoint 
Press-masters  annually  in  their  respective  Counties;  and  the  Press- 
masters,  when  called  upon,  have  regularly  performed  their  Duty,  as 
indeed  they  were  obliged,  under  Pain  of  being  prosecuted : Where- 
fore, then,  would  you  endeavour  to  bring  your  Constituents  into 
Trouble,  by  encouraging  them  to  disobey  the  legal  Orders  of  those 
who  have  a Right  to  command  them?  Or,  Why  will  you,  contrary 
to  the  Practice  of  your  Predecessors,  appear  so  anxious  to  render 
this  Province  Naked  and  Defenceless,  at  a Time  when  every  Body, 
besides  yourselves,  will  acknowledge,  we  are  in  imminent  Danger; 
and  when  our  most  Gracious  Sovereign,  out  of  his  paternal  Care  for 
p.  164  us,  has  enjoined  me  to  have  the  Militia  of  the  Province  carefully 
Trained  and  Disciplined,  that  they  may  be  able  and  ready  to  defend 
themselves,  and  to  annoy  his  Majesty’s  Enemies? 
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Supposing  then  that  this  Act  of  Assembly,  which  was  made  in 
1715,  for  the  Ordering  and  Regulating  the  Militia  of  this  Province, 
for  the  better  Defence  and  Security  thereof,  is  in  full  Force  and 
Virtue  (and  if  any  Thing  could  have  been  said  to  invalidate  it,  I am, 
as  I have  already  hinted,  apt  to  think  you  would  not  so  studiously  have 
avoided  entering  into  a Dispute  with  me  about  it’s  Existence)  : It 
not  only  seems  to  give,  but  expressly  does  give  Power  to  every 
Colonel,  Lieutenant-Colonel,  Major  or  Captain,  to  enlist  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  Province  to  be  of  the  Militia,  and  to  muster,  exercise 
and  train  them,  and  it  likewise  subjects  such  Inhabitants  to  a Fine 
for  Non-Appearance,  or  Refusal  to  be  enlisted  in  the  Militia  or 
Train-Bands;  but  whence  you  would  deduce,  that  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  Province  are  to  be  only  mustered  in,  and  not  liable  to  be  marched 
out  of,  the  Counties  where  they  respectively  reside,  I cannot  con- 
ceive, since  the  Act  plainly  and  expressly  declares,  that  the  Officers 
shall  muster,  exercise,  and  train  the  Persons  so  enlisted,  “ in  and  at 
such  Places,  and  at  such  certain  Times  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet, 
and  as  the  Service,  Safety  or  Defence  of  this  Province  shall  require, 
or  as  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  this  Province,  or  Commander 
in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  shall  see  Cause  to  Order.” 

After  this  Act  has  settled  or  regulated  the  Pay  of  the  Officers  and 
Soldiers  of  Militia,  while  in  actual  Service,  it  proceeds  by  another 
Clause,  beginning  with  the  Words,  “ and  to  the  Intent  that  when- 
soever,” &c.  and  by  the  following  Enacting  Clause,  to  vest,  or  it 
supposes  the  Governor  and  his  Council  already  vested,  with  the  sole 
Power  of  determining  when  it  is  necessary  to  raise  Men  for  sup- 
pressing any  foreign  Invasion,  domestic  Insurrection  or  Rebellion, 
or  War  with  any  Indians ; it  consequently  makes,  or  supposes,  them 
the  only  Judges  of  what  is  to  be  deemed  a foreign  Invasion,  domestic 
Insurrection,  &c.  and  does  no,  leave  that  to  the  Determination  of 
every  Individual,  or  any  Number  of  Individuals  of  the  Militia  what- 
ever. The  Law  then  declares,  that  the  Pay  of  such  Officers  and  Men, 
as  may  be  so  raised  and  employed,  and  all  the  necessary  Charges  of 
such  War,  shall  be  discharged  and  defrayed  by  an  equal  Assessment 
upon  the  Taxables  of  this  Province,  or  out  of  the  Public  Treasury  of 
this  Province,  and  no  otherwise  whatsoever. 

By  a subsequent  Clause  of  this  Act,  beginning  with  the  Words, 
“ and  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  if  upon 
any  foreign  Invasion,  any  Person  or  Persons,  or  a Mode  is  pre- 
scribed, (as  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Lower  House  observed  to  Governor 
Ogle,  in  an  Address  they  presented  to  him  the  4th  of  June  1740) 
“ for  the  Punishment  of  any  Men  that  shall  not,  after  being  duly 
warned,  appear  and  serve  in  Arms,  for  the  necessary  Defence  of  this 
Province  on  such  an  Occasion ; ” to  wit,  they  are  first  to  be  carried 
before  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  if  the  Justice  shall  think  their 
Excuses  insufficient,  he  is  to  commit  them,  and  they  are  to  remain 
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in  the  Sheriffs  Custody,  until  they  find  Surety  to  appear  at  the  next 
Provincial  Court,  there  to  be  proceeded  against  according  to  the  due 
Course  of  Law,  and  if  thereupon  they  shall  be  convict  of  such  obsti- 
nate Refusal,  or  Disobedience  as  aforesaid,  they  are  to  be  fined  and 
imprisoned  according  to  the  Directions  of  the  Justices  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Court. 

It  was  undoubtedly  the  Intention  of  the  Legislature,  by  which  the 
Act  of  1715  was  made,  that  every  Part  of  the  Militia,  should  be  a 
Militia  for  the  Defence  of  any  and  every  Part  of  the  Province,  when 
called  upon  for  that  Purpose ; there  are  several  Expressions  in  the 
Law  that  imply  as  much ; such  are,  “ in  and  at  such  Places,  &c.  at 
the  Service,  Safety,  or  Defence  of  this  Province  shall  require,  or  as 
his  Excellency,  &c.  shall  see  Cause  to  order.  Such  Soldiers  as  shall, 
in  the  Time  of  War,  adventure  in  the  Service  of  the  Country.  Eor 
the  Encouragement  of  such  Soldiers  as  shall,  in  the  Time  of  War, 
adventure  in  the  Service  of  this  Country.  Eor  the  Encouragement 
of  such  Soldiers  as  shall  adventure  their  Lives  in  the  Service  and 
Defence  of  this  Province.  Every  Person  that  shall  adventure  as  a 
Soldier  in  any  War,  or  Defence  of  this  Province,  and  shall  therein 
happen  to  be  maimed,  &c.  shall,  according  to  his  Disability,  receive  a 
yearly  Pension,  to  be  raised  out  of  the  public  Levy  of  this  Province. 
And  every  Person  slain  in  the  Service  of  this  Province,  leaving  behind 
him  a Wife,  &c.  the  Party  petitioning  for  such  Pensions  and  Allow- 
ances, procuring  a Certificate  from  the  County  Court  where  he,  she, 
or  they  live.  All  Soldiers  hereafter  to  be  employed  in  any  public 
Service  within  this  Province,  be  paid  in  the  respective  Counties 
where  the  said  Soldiers  live.”  Had  these  Soldiers,  or  Militia  been 
to  serve  only  in  Defence  of  the  County  where  they  lived,  and  not  in 
Defence  of  any  other  Part  of  the  Country,  the  Legislature  would 
probably  have  left  it  to  the  County  to  pay  them,  and  not  have  laid 
that  Burthen  on  all  the  Taxables  of  this  Province. 

But  tho’  there  was  no  Expression  in  the  Act  to  give  Countenance 
to  such  Construction,  yet  surely  if  there  be  no  Expression  limiting  or 
restraining  Parts  of  the  Militia  to  the  Defence  of  certain  Parts  of 
the  Province,  from  the  very  Nature  of  the  Thing  it  would  not  be 
otherwise;  for  the  Strength  and  Defence  of  every  Country  consists 
in  the  united  Eorce  of  the  Individuals  of  that  Country  or  State ; and 
as  every  Member  of  a State  is  originally  bound  in  Duty  to  aid  and 
assist  in  the  Defence  thereof,  he  is  undoubtedly  obliged  to  aid  and 
assist  in  the  Defence  of  every  Part  of  it ; for  otherwise  the  Whole 
must  be  easily  destroyed  by  a gradual  Destruction  of  each  and  every 
Part. 

There  was  indeed  an  Act  made  here  in  the  Year  1649  1650, 

and  which  is  mentioned  in  one  that  was  made  in  1676  as  being  then 
in  force,  whereby  it  is  Declared,  that  if  the  Lord  Proprietary,  his 
Heirs,  &c.  “ shall  at  any  Time  hereafter  make  any  War  out  of  the 
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Limits  or  Precincts  of  this  Province  without  the  Consent  and  Appro- 
bation of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Province  first  had  and  de- 
clared, the  Freemen  of  this  Province  shall  be  no  ways  obliged  or 
compelled  against  their  Consents  to  aid  or  assist  with  their  Persons 
or  Estates  in  the  Prosecution  or  Maintenance  of  such  War,  but  are 
and  shall  be  discharged  of  all  Attendance  or  Supply  concerning  or  in 
relation  to  such  War ; any  Law,  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary 
hereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding.”  It  is  afterwards  enacted  by  the 
same  Law,  “ that  no  Martial  Law  shall  at  any  Time  hereafter  be 
exercised  within  this  Province,  but  only  in  time  of  Camp  or  Garrison, 
and  that  within  such  Camp  or  Garrison;  ” but  not  a Syllable  is  to  be 
found  in  this  or  any  other  Act  which  has  ever  been  made  in  this 
Province,  whereby  the  Service  of  the  Militia,  or  any  of  them,  is 
restrained  to  any  particular  County  or  Place  within  the  Limits  of  this 
Province,  or  whereby  they  are  exempted  from  Marching  to  any 
Part  of  it,  that  the  Governor,  with  Advice  of  his  Council,  may  think 
proper  to  order  them;  and  in  a Word,  neither  the  Practice  of  this 
or  any  other  Colony  on  the  Continent  (not  to  mention  the  Law  or 
Custom  of  our  Mother  Country)  will  give  the  least  Countenance  to 
the  Construction  you  contend  for. 

Lest  my  Answer  to  your  Address  should  be  protracted  to  too  great 
a length,  I admit  all  you  say  relative  to  the  Marching  and  Service 
of  the  Militia  that  were  ordered  to  the  Frontiers  in  September  and 
October  1756,  tho’  I am  of  Opinion,  that  such  of  them  as  were 
Drafted  and  went  against  their  Inclination  (and  many  such  there 
were)  could  not  properly  be  called  Voluntiers : But  as  the  next  part 
ot  your  Address,  and  indeed  the  whole  of  it,  seems  calculated  to  make 
your  Constituents  believe,  that  in  September  1756,  when  the  late 
Lower  House  approved  of  my  having  Ordered  out  Two  Companies 
of  Militia  to  the  Frontiers,  and  moreover  Addressed  me  to  Order 
out  Others  to  relieve  them,  there  were  not  a sufficient  Number  of 
Troops  there,  to  protect  the  Inhabitants,  but  that  at  the  Time  the 
Companies  were  lately  ordered  to  march  from  Kent,  Queen-Anne’s, 
and  Calvert  Counties,  there  was  an  armed  Force  in  the  Pay  of  this 
Province  on  the  Frontiers  more  than  sufficient,  had  they  been  com- 
pelled to  do  their  Duty,  not  only  to  protect  the  Inhabitants,  but  to 
make  them  easy  and  quiet : I must,  in  order  to  prevent  your  Con- 
stituents being  imposed  on  and  disquieted  by  such  a Representation, 
observe  to  you,  that  the  Two  Companies  of  Soldiers  which  were 
Stationed  at  Fort  Frederick  in  September  1756,  and  were  commanded 
by  Capt.  Dagworthy  and  Capt.  Beall,  amounted  to  upwards  of  190, 
including  Officers,  and  there  was  also  at  that  Time  a strong  Garrison 
of  Virginia  Forces  in  Fort  Cumberland. 

Now  it  will  appear  by  the  Muster-Rolls,  that  the  whole  Number 
of  Private  Soldiers  in  the  Service  of  this  Province  the  9th  Day  of 
December  last,  did  not  amount  to  360,  about  100  of  these,  with  a

II.  Ti?C  it  CnaSCD,  hy  the  general  ajfembly  of  Maryland,  That  from  and  after 
the  end  of  this  prefent  feftion  of  afl'cmbly,  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  feve- 
ral and  refpedive  fherifFs  within  this  ftate,  to  fummon  to  any  of  the  courts  within

’HEREAS  the  governor  and  the  council,  fincc  the  laft  lieflion  of  the 
genera!  afl’cmbly,  upon  the  requifition  of  congrefs,  marched  the  mili- 
tia of  this  ftate  out  of  the  fame,  for  the  defence  of  this  ftate  and  the 
ftates  of  Pennfylvania  and  Delaware,  before  it  was  exprefsly  fignified  that  the  faid 
militia  ftiould  not  be  fubjeded  to  the  continental  articles  of  war,  nor  to  any  other 
articles  of  war  than  fpecified  in  the  ad  to  regulate  the  militia  : And  whereas  the 
governor,  during  the  ir.vafion  of  this  ftate,  delegated  the  power  of  appointing  mi- 
litia oflicers  to  feveral  perfons  in  the  refpedive  counties,  and  empowered  others 
to  draw  money  out  of  the  treafury  of  the  caftern  ftiore,  advifing  the  treafurer 
thereof  to  isTue  fuch  linns  as  the  perfons  fo  empowered  to  draw  the  fame  Ihould 
order  and  aired.  Tlic  general  afl'embly,  having  taken  the  premifes  into  confide- 
ration,  approve  of  the  l.inae  : 

II.  loC  it  tljCtCfcqC  CnaftCD,  hy  the  general  afemhly  of  Maryland,  That  the  go-

This  aA  provided  for  the  colleAion  of  live  cat- 
tle, beef,  pork  and  bacon,  for  the  ufe  of  the  anny ; and  the  manner  in  which  this  colleAion  is  to  be 
made  is  limilar  to  that  direAed  by  the  aA  of  OAober,  1777,  ch.  4.  It  alfo  authorifed  the  governor 
and  the  council,  at  rates  fixed  in  the  aA,  to  hire  or  to  imprns  carriagas,  teams  and  drivers,  or  boats  and 
hand-s,  to  tranfport  thefe  articles  when  colleAed.  And  certificafes  given  by  agents,  or  thar  afhftams,  were 
difcountable  out  of  the  public  aflcflinent  of  that  year.

CHAP.  V.

This  number  of  men  is  apportioned  on  the 
leveral  counties  according  to  the  number  of  militia  in  each.  As  it  may  hereafter  be  a matter  of  curiofity 
to  iru]uire  what  was  clfecmed  the  proportion  at  this  period,  between  the  feveral  counties,  with  refpeA  to 
populadon,  it  may  not  be  amils  to  fet  down  the  number  ot  men  by  this  aA  re<]uired  from  each.  Salnt-

Frederick  309,  Harford  163,  Caroline  Ip8,  Wafhington  120,  Montgomery  156. 

Each  county  is  ciiti;!'-’d  to  a deduAion  from  Its  quota  for  all  able  bodied  men  already  enlifted,  or  who 
may  hereafter  be  cnlifnd  under  the  aA  of  lall  lelTion,  ch.  8.  The  recruiting  fervice  is  dircAcd  to  be 

continued,  and  all  recruits  are  to  pufs  mtiller  before  the  lieutenant,  nr  fome  field  officer  of  the  county. 

If  in  any  county  il^  (junta  Ihall  not  be  raifird  before  the  20th  of  .May  next,  the  refhall  be  a general  muf- 
ter  of  the  militia,  which  is  to  he  divided  into  fo  many  dalles,  refpcA  oeing  had  to  property,  as  there  (haU 
be  men  wanted.  .'\  draught  is  to  ta^cc  place  in  every  clat  that  does  not  procure  its  recruit  within  five 
days,  the  perfon  upon  wlinm  the  lot  ihall  fall,  (hall  ferve  nine  month',  or  be  liable  to  be  fined  at  the 
difcrcrion  of  a court  r.i..rtlal,  which,  however,  has  a power  of  c.xculing  him  at  difcrction ; and  t.hc  exccu- 
tirr  are  authorifed  to  appoint  five  exempts  in  each  county  a«  a court  of  appeals  from  the  court  martial.

They  lhall 
alfo  have  the  fame  authority  as  the  judges  in  arrefting,  confining  or  binding  over,  for  offences  againft 
the  aft  to  punifh  certain  crimes  and  mifdcmeanors,  ftc.  the  aft  to  punifh  certain  crimes,  and  the  35th 
feftion  of  the  aft  for  the  better  fecurity  of  the  government  j and  they  may  order  procefs  from  the  courts 
in  any  recognizance  by  thcmfclves  taken. 

For  tlie  fupprefiion  or  prevention  of  infurreftions  or  difturbances,  they  may  call  forth  the  militia  with* 
out  regard  to  dalles,  and  (fation  tlicm  at  difcrction  ; provided  that  no  company  or  body  fhali  be  held  to 
duty  longer  than  two  months  for  one  fervice.  They  lhall  have  full  power  to  provide  for  and  direft 
every  thing  necefiTary  for  the  march  and  fubfilfencc  of  fuch  militia  whilft  on  duty  within  the  ftate,  or  un- 
til they  lhall  arrive  at  die  deifinetl  place,  if  out  of  ;he  ftate.  1 hey  liave  further  a diferetionary  power, 
uii  any  occafions  where  it  may  be  deemed  neceftai  y for  the  ferv-ice  of  this  ftate,  or  of  the  union,  to  order 
on  duty  any  company  or  detachment  of  the  militia,  and  to  draw  on  the  treafurers  to  execute  any  of  the 
powers  with  which  they  are  inverted  by  this  or  any  other  aft. 

They  may,  at  diferetion,  provide  well  fixed  arms,  magazines  of  provifions,  and  all  other  things  neceftary 
for  troops.  They  may  export  the  produce  of  any  of  the  ftates>  and  appoint  a prop:r  perfon,  under  their  con- 
trol, to  manage  the  trade  of  the  ftate,  fit  out  its  veftels  of  war,  and  tranfaft  all  the  bulincfs  relative  to  the  care- 
/•f  them.  They  may,  in  each  county,  make  regulations  for  the  imprelling  carriages,  teams  and  drivers. 

'I’hey  may,  on  any  emerecncy,  direft  carriages,  horl«  and  drivers,  boats  with  their  hands,  and  other 
veficls,  to  be  imprelfed  and  fent  out  of  the  ftate,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  a caletidar  month.  They 
fliall  appoint  a waggon-nuftcr,  who  is  to  aft  under  their  dire(fHon,  and  he  intrufted  with  monn',  firlt 
Crivir.g  bond  with  fecurity  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  truft  ; and  during  the  continuance  of  the  aft 
for  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  they  may  regulate  the  prices  of  live  cattle,  bacon,  faked  beef  and 
pnrk,  fo  tliat  their  rates  lhall  not  exceed  the  prices  generally  given  by  continental  agents,  nor  be  inferior 
to  the  rates  eftnbliflicd  by  the  laid  aft. 

I.afuy,  tirjir  dignity  is  protefted  by  arming  them  with  authority  to  punilh  by  a fine,  not  exceeding 

3CO,  or  imprifonment,  not  exceeding  two  months,  any  milbehaviour  committed  in  tlieir  prefence  dur- 
iii'j  their  fitting,  and  any  contempt  of  their  lawful  authority.

An  ACT  to  explain  that  part  of  the  a6t  for  finking  the 
quota  required  by  congrefs  of  this  ftate  of  the  bills  of  cre- 
dit emitted  by  congrefs,  which  relates  to  the  duty  im-- 
poled  on  ordinary  licences. 

WHEREAS  dlfFerent  conftrudions  have  taken  place  in  fc- 
veral  county  courts,  with  refpedt  to  the  kind  of  money  in 
which  the  duty  of  fix  pounds  impofed  on  every  ordinary 
licence,  by  an  adl  of  June  feflion,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
eighty,  entitled.  An  act  for  finking  the  quota  required  by  congrefs  of 
this  ftate  of  the  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  congrefs,  is  to  be  affefled  and 
paid,  in  confequence  of  which  the  faid  duty  hath  not  been  uniformly 
aflefled  and  collected  in  the  different  counties  : 


II.  IBC  it  thcrefOtC  tnaftCD,  by  the  General  ^Jfemhly  of  Maryland, 
That  where  ordinary  licences  have  been  granted  by  the  county  courts 
fince  the  paffing  of  the  above  act,  and  the  duty  impofed  by  the  fame 
hath  been  aflefled  and  paid  in  continental  currency,  the  juftices  of  the 
faid  county  courts,  at  their  next  March  court,  fhall  call  in  laid  licences

an  able  bodied  recruit,  between  lixteen  and  forty-five  years  old,  to 
ferve  for  three  years,  if  not  fooner  difeharged,  and  the  fame  recruit  de- 
liver to  the  lieutenant  of  the  county,  to  be  by  him  pafled,  after  which 
fuch  clafs  (hall  be  exempt  from  contributing  any  property  towards  find'i- 
ing  the  men  intended  to  be  raifed  by  this  aft,  and  alfo  from  the 
draught  herein  after  mentioned. 

IV.  3tiD  be  it  CtidEtEt),  That  any  able  bodied  Rave,  between  fixteen  slaves  may  be 
and  forty  years  of  age,  who  voluntarily  enters  into  the  lervice,  and  is 
pafled  by  the  lieutenant,  in  the  prefence  and  with  the  confent  and 
agreement  of  his  mafter,  may  be  accepted  as  a recruit ; and  if  any  flavfc 
Ihall  ba  fo  entered  and  palled  by  any  perfon  claiming  the  property  in

V.  3rt0  ftE  it  CnaftCD,  That  the  field  and  commidioned  officers  of  officeu  to 
the  militia,  or  fuch  of  them  as  Ihall  be  required,  Ihall  attend  the  conn- 
ty  lieutenant  aforefaid  of  their  refpeftive  county,  at  fuch  times  and 
places  as  he  fhall  appoint,  and  affifi:  him  in  clafling  the  property  of  the 
militia  of  their  relpeftive  battalions  and  companies,  and  other  property 
within  the  diftrifts  of  their  battalions  and  companies,  and  alfo  the  pau- 
pers aforefaid,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  pounds,  in  Spanifh 
dollars  at  leven  fhillings  and  fix-pence  each,  for  every  refufal  or  negleft 
to  attend,  and  the  captains  or  other  commanding  officers  of  companies 
Ihall,  if  required,  give  the  faid  notice  to  thofe  of  their  companies  who 
may  be  firft  named  in  clafTes  j and  the  better  to  enable  the  lieutenants 
to  apportion  and  clafs  the  property  in  their  coilnties,  the  lalf  valuation 
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*’'^Lni***  property  in  their  refpedtive  counties  fliall  be  delivered  to  them  by 
any  perlon  having  the  cuftody  thereof,  if  required. 

Lieutenant  to  VI.  3nfl  be  it  tnaftSD,  That  the  lieutenants  aforefaid,  and  the  field 
ther™eachciau  and  commiffioncd  officers  of  the  militia  in  each  county,  ffiall,  within 
M*ruit”&c*  expiration  of  the  faid  twenty  days,  meet  together  at 

the  place  of  holding  their  refpedtive  county  courts,  under  the  penalty 
of  one  hundred  pounds  like  money  each,  and  ffiall  pioceed  to  examine 
whether  each  clafs  hath  found  a proper  effedlive  recruit  according  to 
this  adl,  and  if  any  clafs  hath  not  found  fuch  recruit,  then  ffiall  the 
lieutenant  and  the  field  officers  of  the  regiment  or  regiments,  and  the 
commanding  officers  of  the  company  or  companies  to  which  the  militia 
men  of  fuch  clafs  belong,  or  fuch  of  the  officers  as  ffiall  b'e  prefent, 
proceed  to  examine  the  names  of  the  perfons  compofing  fuch  clafs,  and 
after  having  ftruck  out  the  names  of  thofe  who  are  exempt  from  ferving 
in  the  militia  out  of  this  ftate,  becaufe  of  their  having  under  the  laws 
of  this  ftate  found  fubftitutes  whofe  times  of  fcrvice  ffiall  not  be  expired 
at  the  time  of  draughting,  and  alfo  the  names  of  fuch,  if  any,  as  they 
judge  are  not  of  fufficient  ability  of  body  for  the  fervice,  and  retaining 
in  fuch  clafs  the  names  of  all  the  other  male  perfons  between  fixteen 
and  fifty  years  of  age,  who  are  of  fufficient  ability  of  body  for  the  fer- 
vice, although  they  may  by  the  laws  of  this  ftate  be  exempt  from 
ferving  in  the  militia,  they  ffiall  caufe  lots  to  be  caft  fairly  and  openly 
amongft  thofe  who  ffiall  be  retained  in  the  clafs  as  aforefaid,  and  the 
perfon  to  whole  lot  it  ffiall  fall  ffiall  be  from  thenceforth,  to  every  in- 
tent and  purpofe,  confidered  as  an  enlifted  foldier,  to  ferve  until  the 
tenth  day  of  December  feventeen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  in  the  quota 
of  this  ftate  of  the  continental  troops,  and  fuch  perfon  ihall  be  entitled

That  as  foon  as  the  draught  ffiall  be  made 
pay ^perccBt.  from  any  clafs  for  not  finding  a recruit  as  aforefaid,  each  perfon  of  fuch 
*'•  clafs,  except  the  one  who  ffiall  be  draughted  as  aforefaid,  ffiall  pay  to 

the  lieutenant  four  (hillings  fpecie,  or  the  value  thereof  in  bills  of  cre- 
dit, for  every  hundred  pounds  worth  of  property  fuch  perfon  holds  in

3nD  lie  It  Cn&fteD,  That  if  any  fuit  or  adtion  fhall  be  brought 
within'fix  OP  pjofecutcd  againft  any  perfon  or  perfons  for  any  thing  done  in  pur- 
monthi,  &c.  fQjnce  of  this  adl,  the  adtion  or  fuit  fhall  be  commenced  within  fix 
months  after  the  fadl  committed,  and  not  afterwards,  and  the  de- 
fendant or  defendants,  in  any  fuch  adtion  or  fuit,  may  plead  the 
general  iflue,  and  give  this  adt  and  the  fpecial  matter  in  evidence,  and 
that  the  fame  was  done  in  purfuance  and  by  authority  of  this  adt,  and 
if  it  fhall  appear  fo  to  be  done,  or  if  any  fuch  adtion  or  fuit  fhall  be 
brought  after  the  time  limited  for  bringing  the  fame,  then  the  jury

Draught  may  J E It  by  the  General  Ajfembly  of  Maryland,  That  if 

^^lufpende  , cloathing  and  money  can  be  obtained  to  encourage  and  promote 

B M the  recruiting  fervice,  and  there  is  a probability  that  nearly  the 
number  of  recruits  propofed  by  the  adl  aforefaid  to  be  raifed  can  be 
procured  by  voluntary  enliftment,  the  governor  and  council  fliall  have 
full  power  and  authority  and  are  hereby  requefted  to  order  the  draught 
in  the  faid  adl  mentioned  to  be  fufpended,  either  generally,  or  in  fuch 
counties  as  have  heretofore  exerted  themfelves  in  procuring  recruits 
under  the  laws  of  this  ftate,  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  general  af- 
fembly.

CHAP.  XLV. 


An  ACT  to  fei^e,  confifcate,  and  appropriate,  all  Britifli 
property  within  this  ftatc.;f 

WHEREAS  Great-^Britain  commenced  an  unjuft  war  againft  Preamble, 
the  United  States,  and  becaufe  of  their  defending  themfelves 
againft  her  unprovoked  and  unjuftifiable  violence,  declared 
the  people  of  thefe  ftates  rebels,  and  out  of  the  proteftion  of  her  go- 
vernment ; and  now  profecutes  the  war  againft  them  on  pretence  of 
their  being  revolted  colonies  and  in  rebellion,  and  hath  confifcated  the 
property  of  fome  of  the  citizens  of  thefe  ftates  j the  Britifti  army  and 
navy,  and  other  armed  veflels,  afting  under  the  authority  of  the  Britifti 
king,  have  fei^ed  in  this  and  other  of  the  United  States  the  negroes 
and  other  property  of  the  citizens  of  thefe  ftates,  and  the  property  fo 
leized  have  carried  off  and  difpofed  of  at  their  will  and  pleafure;  the 
faid  army  and  navy,  and  other  armed  veftels,  have  committed  various 
outrages  on  the  perfons,  and  devaftations  on  the  property,  of  the  peo- 
ple of  thefe  United  States,  contrary  to  the  praftice  of  civilifed  nations, 
and  the  prefent  ufage  of  war,  in  burning  houfes  and  towns,  without 
any  neceffity,  out  of  mere  wfmtonnefs  and  cruelty  ; unfortunate  Ame- 
rican prifoners,  by  cruel  ufage  and  threats,  have  been  compelled  to  cn- 
lift  jn  the  army  of  their  enemies,  and  fight  againft  their  country  j and 
marfy’of  the  citizens  of  thefe  ftates,  taken  captive,  have  been  forced 
on  board  ftiips  of  war,  and  compelled,  under  an  aft  of  the  parliament 
of  Great-Britain,  and  the  cruel  execution  of  it  by  the  officers  of  the 
king  of  Great-Britain,  to  fight  againft  their  country,  their  friends,  and 
relations:  And  whereas  the  fubjefts  of  Great-Britain  poflefs  confidera- 
ble  landed  and  other  properly  in  this  ftate,  which  the  legiflature,  from 
a difinclination  to  diftrefs  individuals,  hath  fuffered  to  remain  in  the 
hands  and  mranagement  of  their  agents,  hoping  that  a conduft  fo  mo- 
derate would  induce  the  enemy  to  refpeft  the  rights  of  humanity,  emu- 
late the  example,  and  alleviate  the  calamities  of  war  j but  fuch  lenity 
and  forbearance,  inftead  of  pieeting  with  a proper  return,  have  been 
falfcly  imputed  to  pufillanimity  and  a dread  of  retaliation,  and  feem  ra- 
ther to  have  encouraged  the  enemy  to  afts  of  violence  and  cruely  : And 
whereas  the  truftees  of  this  ftate  hav«e  lately,  on  the  advice  of  the  of- 
ficers of  the  crown  of  Great-Britain,  relufed  to  pay  the  money  belong- 
ing to  this  ftate  in  the  Bank  of  England:  And  whereas,  in  defiance  of 
public  faith,  and  in  breach  of  the  capitulation  of  Charles-town,  the 
Britifh  officer  commanding  in  that  department,  under  frivolous  pre- 
tences, has  imptifoned  the  perfons  ot  feveral  re(jpeftable  citizens  of 
that  ftate,  and  confifcated , their  property  ; and  from  the  general  con- 
duft of  the  enemy  it  may  juftly  be  inferred,  that  their  hatred  and  cru- 
elty is  not  to  be  foftened  or  reftrained  by  any  refpeft  to  the  ufages  of 
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The  afare^4.^cles  of  confederation  were  finally  ratified  on  the  firft  day  of  Mard^,  jySl  ■.  theilate 
bf  Maryland  having,  by  their  menahera  iu.congrela,  on  that  day  acceded  thereto,  aw  completed,  the 
Cune-.

Viz.  to  procure  i,ooo  men,  to  ferve  three  years  unlefs  fooner  difchai^ed.  The  property  in  the  ftate 
is  to  be  divided  into  dalles  of  £.  i6,ooo,  each  of  Which  is,  within  twenty  days,  to  furnilh  one  recruit, 
svho  may  be  either  a freeman  or  a Have.  In  each  clafs  failing  to  procure  a recruit,  there  is  to  be  a 
draught  five  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  20  days,  and  the  perfon  drawn  is  to  be  confidered,  to  all  in- 
tents an  enlifteo  foldier,  until  the  loth  of  December,  1781,  entided  however  to  be  difeharged,  if  within 
f^nty  days  he  find  a lubftitute.

The  executive  are  empowered,  at  diferetion,  to  fufpend,  until  the  next  felEon,  the  draught  generally, 
or  in  fuch  counties  only  as  have  exerted  tbemfelves  in  procuring  recruits. 

III.  TBt  it  tnSftCD,  That  in  cafe  any  perfon,  fiifficient  and  proper  to  be  palled 
as  a recruit,  who  hath  already  ferved  one  year  or  more  in  the  continental  army, 
and  hath  been  difeharged,  and  (hall  enter  as  a recruit  according  to  the  aft  of  the 
prefen t felTion  to  procure  recruits,  lhall  not  only  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  pro- 
pofed  by  the  faid  aft,  but  alfo  to  a certi/icate  for  the  depreciation  of  the  pay  which 
became  due  to  him  while  he  was  iii  fervice,  between  the  firft  of  January  feventeea 
hundred  and  feventy-feven  and  the  la  ft  day  of  July.l^,  as  if  he^waa  in  the  quo- 
ta of  this  ftate  of  the  continental  army  at  the  time  of  pafting  the  aft  of  the  prefent 
feflion  to  fettle  and  adjuft  the  accounts  of  the  troops  of  this  ftate  in  the  lervice  of 
the  United  States,,  and  for  other  purpofes. 


CHAP.  XLV.

WHEREAS  GreaNBritain  cOrtimenced  an  unjuft  war  again  ft  the  United 
States,  and  becaufe  of  th^r  defending  thenyfelves  againft  her  unpro- 
voked and  unjuftifiable  violence,  declared  the  people  of  thefe  ftates 
rebels,  and  out  of  the  proteftion  oPher  government ; and  now  profecutes  the 
war  againft  them  on  pretence  of  their  .being  revolted  colonies  and  in  rebellion,  and 
hath  confifeated  the  property  of  fome'  (of  the  cifizens  of  thefe  ftates  ; the  Britilh 
army  and  navy,  and  other  armed  vdleli,  afting  under  the  authority  of  the  Britifh 
king,  have  feized  in  ,Ais  and  other  of  the  United  States  the  negroes  and  other 
property  of  the  citizens,  of  thefe  ftates,  pnd  the  property  fo  feized  BaVe  carried  off 
and  difpofed  of  at  their  will  and  plcafure ; the  faid  army  and  navy,  and  other 
armed  veflels,  have  coqimitted  varloijsf  outrages  on  tht  '^fonS,  and  devaftations 
on  the  property,  of  the.  people  of  thefe  United  States,  contrary  to  the  praftice  of 
civilized  nations,  and  the  prefent  uln^  of  war,  in  burning  houfes  and  towns, 
without  any  neceftity,  out  of  mere  wahtonnefs  and  crifelty  ? 'linfortnnate  Ameri- 
can prifoners,  by  gruel  ufage^nd  threajs,  have  been  compelled  to  enlift  in  the 
army  of  their  enemies,  and  fight  agaij^  their  country  ; and  many  of  the  citizens 
of  thefe  ftates,  taken  captiv6,  have  hein  forced- on  b^rd  fhips.of  wor,  and  com- 
pelled, under  an  aft  of  the  parliameni  of  Cireat-Britain,  and  the  cruel  execution 
of  it  by  the  officers  pf  the  king  of  Crrcat-Britain,  to  fight  againft  their  country, 
their  friends,  and  relations:  And  whdreas  the  fqbjefts  pf  Great-Britain  pollcfs 
confiderablc  landed  and  other  profierty  Ih  th/s’ft.'tte,  which  the  legiflature,  from  a 
dilinclination  to  diftrefs /individuals^  hatli  luftered  to  remain  in  the  hands  and 
management  of  their  agents.  :hpp'ug  that  a conduft  fo  moderate  would  induce  the 
enemy  to  refpeft  the  rights  of  humanity,  emulate  the  example,  and  alleviate  the

The  number  of  men  to  form  thefe  battalions  is  apportioned  amongft  the  counties ; the  militia  is  to  lie 
clafl'ed,  and  each  clafs  is,  within  five  days,  to  furiuih  a man,  or  two  men  ihall  be  draughted,  either  of 
whom  may,  by  the  lieutenant  or  eldeft  fieUl  officer,  be  appointed  to  ferve.  But  to  cafe  the  good  people 
from  the  draught,  every  free  male  idle  perfon,  above  16  years  of  age,  who  is  able  bodied,  and  liath  no 
vifible  means  of  an  honeft  livelihood,  may  be  adjudged  a vagrant  by  the  lieutenant,  and  liy  fuch  adiudi- 
cation  he  is  to  be  confidered  as  an  ctilifted  foldier,  with  a choice  of  ferving  till  the  lOth  of  December 
only,  or  for  three  years,  or  the  duration  of  the  war,  &c.  and  the  taker  up  of  a vagrant  is  exempted  from 
the  draught. 

CHAP.  XVI. 

An  additional  fupplemSnt  to  tlie  aft  for  the  regulation  of  the  ftaple  of  tobacco.

An  ACT  to  adjufl;  the  debts  due  from  this  ftate.

% /m  / for  money  lent,  and  on  , certificates  for  allowances  on  the  jotirnal  of 
Y ▼ accounts,  and  for  property  purchafed  or  taken  by  authority  of  law,  and 
for  lervices  performed,  and  for  monies  advanced,  or  merchandife  fold  to  the  pub- 
lic, and  it  is  proper  that  fortie  rule  ftiould  be  eftabliftied  by  law  for  liquidating  all 
debts  due  by  the  ftate,  to  do  juftice  to  public  creditors,  and  to  prevent  thar  fuf- 
fering  any  lofs  by  the  depreciation  of  our  paper  money  :

of  the  court  of  appeals,  each,  two  hundred  pounds  j the  judge  of  the 
court  of  admiralty,  two  hundred  pcTunds ; the  treafurer  of  the  weftern 
Ihore,  five  hundred  pounds  j the  treafurcr’s  deputy,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  pouadi>  the  treafurer’s  clerk,  one?  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds j 
the  treafurer  of  the  caftern  ihore,  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  j the 
auditor-general,  four  hundred  and  fifty  pounds ; the  deputy-auditor, 
two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds ; the  clerk  of  the  council,  three  hundred 
pounds  ; the  meflenger  to  tho  council,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
pounds  ; clerk  of  the  fenatc,  one  hundred  pounds  ; clerk  of  the  houfe 
of  delegates,  one  hundred  pounds  ; the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals, 
thirty  pounds  j and  the  fame  fhall  be  paid  quarterly,  at  the  option  of 
the  officer,  in  bills  of  credit  of  the  laft  emiffion  at  par,  by  the  order  of 
the  governor  and  council  on  either  of  the  treafurers,  or  in  wheat  at

wolves,  and  make  oath  (or  afiirnwtion  if  a quakcr,  meilonift,  or  dhnker)  thaf 
the  wolf  or  wolves,  of  'which  he  or  they  produce  the  head  or  heads,  vvere  adtu- 
ally  caught  and  killed  within  the  limits  of  that  county  in  which  he  or  they  pray 
for  an  allowance,  and  within  fix  days  next  before  the  producing  the  feme  to  iuch 
juftice,  that  then  fuch  juftice  lhall,  and  he  is  hereby  authoriled  and  diredted,  to 
give  fuch  pcrlbn  or  }x:rlons  producing,  a certificate  for  fuch  head  or  heads  pro- 
duced and  proved  as  aforefud,  and  in  fuch  certificate  to  mention  the  oath  or 
ariinnation  taken,  and  therein  diftinguith  which  or  how  many  of  the  heads  of  the 
old  or  young  wolves ; and  every  juftice,  who  (hall  have  any  wolves  head  or  heads 
brought  belbre  him  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  as  aforefeid,,  lhall  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorifed  and  empowered,  to  judge  ol  the  age  of  the  feid  wolf  or  wolves, 
of  which  the  feid  head  or  heads  was  brought  before  him  ; and  if  fuch  juftice 
(hall  believe  the  age  of  fuch  wolf  or  wolves  to  exceed  three  months,  that  then 
he  (hall  diftinguifh  it  in  his  certificate  by  the  words  old  wolf  or  wolves,  but  if 
he  (hall  believe  the  feid  wolf  or  wolves  to  be  under  the  age  of  three  months,  that 
then  he  (hall  diftinguilh  the  lame  in  his  certificate  by  tlae  words  young  wolf  or 
wolves  ; and  that  every  juftice  before  whom  any  wolf's  head  is  brought,  and  by 
whom  a certificate  (hall  be  given  as  aforclaid,  is  hereby  authorifed  and  direfled 
immediately  to  caul’c  the  ears  to  be  cut  off,  and  the  tongue  taken  out,  of  and 
from  the  head  or  heads  of  fuch  wolf  or  wolves,  to  prevent  fuch  head  or  heads 
from  being  a I'ccond  time  carried  before  a juftice  in  order  to  obtain  a certificate. 

III.  3nD  be  it  CnaftcD,  That  every  perfon  or  perfons  who  (hall  produce  a cer- 
tificate as  albrclaid  to  the  juftice  of  the  county  wherein  the  feid  wolf  or  wolves
